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Virginia Beach Police Chief 
W. W. Davis has defended the 
men of his department against 
accusations of police harass- 
ment. He said that both recent- 
ly and in the past he has re- 
ceived complaints of citizens 
who felt they were not treated 
properly and that he has inves- 
tigated each charge. 

He added that while one spe- 
cific complaint was aired in a 
Norfolk newspaper over the 
weekend, the article also re- 
ferred to other cases but did 
not give specifics. 

"I don't mind if they tell 
the whole story," he said, "but 
speaking in generalities about 
cases that 1 haven't even heard 
of iMthers me." 

He added that the first he 
had heard about the case that 
was specified was when ques- 
tioned by the reporter. 

"1 feel if someone has a com- 
plaint against a policeman, he 
should come to my office," 
'said Davis, "and not go to a 
newspaper first." 

Davis said the incident re- 
ferred to had occurred nearly 
three weeks before it came 
to his attention. 

In the ease in question Of- 
ficer S. F. Bennett arrested 
Dennis LeBlanc at the corner 
of 21st Street and Pacific Ave- 
nue on June 8 on a charge of 
"failing to move on" after Le- 
Blanc snapped pictures of the 
officer. Bennett was reportedly 
seeking to move a trio of young- 
sters along at the time LeBlanc 
began taking the pictures. 

The article also discussed 
an alleged conversation between

the photographer and the officer 
in which Bennett was reported 
to have tried to stop LeBlanc 
from taking the pictures. 

LeBlanc was fined $10 and 
court costs on June 13, accor- 
ding to the article, and did not 
intend to appeal the case. 

Davis said his efforts to ques- 
tion LeBlanc had failed after the 
article was printed, and that 
he was told LeBlanc was out 
of the country for an extended 
period. 

While Davis said he could 
not altogether condone the ac- 
tions of the officer in the mat- 
ter and would never condone 
any mistreatment of citizens, 
he felt that citizens are not 
always aware of the "tremen- 
dous pressures" faced by a po- 
lice officer, particularly during 
the summer in the resort area, 
and that the citizens too often

Everyone connected with her 
rescue had high words of praise 
for the way she handled her- 
self in the situation and the 
calmness she showed through- 
out the ordeal. 

Although there were no re- 
ports of major damage or injury 
as a result of the storm, reports 
of electrical powdr failures 
covered many areas of the city. 

Clenton Shanks, manager of 
the Virginia Beach VEPCO off- 
ice, said, "We were hit pretty 
hard by lightning and wind", 
which resulted in "very exten- 
sive interruption" of service. 
According to Shanks the power 
failures began about 6:30 p.m. 
and for the most part covered 
periods of time ranging upwards 
of 55 minutes. However Shanks 
pointed out the longest duration 
of power loss occurred in the 
Great Neck Estates areas where 
power was lost for about three 
hours and 20 minutes, and was 
finally restored atabout 10p.m. 

Shanks said those areas which 
experienced loss of power in- 
cluded the Beach Borough, 
Birdneck Village, Chanticleer, 
Bay Island, Great Neck Estates, 
the Southern Points region, 
Kingston, Kings Grant, Fort 
Story, the Princess Anne Court- 
house complex. Princess Anne 
Plaza, Dam Neck, Oceana. The 
major causes of the powerfail- 
ure were lightning striking 
equipment at sub-stations and 
trees being blown over onto

Rates Lowered, Not Raised 



The Thoroughgood entrance 
situation seems to be nearing 
a solution, but it will be two 
weeks before anyone is willing 
to say so for sure. 

Attorney for residents of 
Thoroughgood, Louis Fine, app- 
eared before City Council Mon- 
day in informal session to air 
the matter once again. He said 
that the civic league of the 
area had voted to accept the 
compromise plan drawn by 
planning director Patrick Sta- 
nding and his staff. 

The matter goes back several 
months when developers of 
Thoroughgood applied for a use 
permit to build a small ser- 
vice shopping center at the en- 
trance to the above average 
Income neighborhood. The land 
had been zoned for this use 
when the subdivision was first 
drawn 14 years ago. 

Residents of the area pro- 
tested vigorously and large del- 
egations stormed Council Cha- 
mbers asking Council to rezone 
the land for residential use pr 
to find a way to keep the val- 
uable tract on Pleasure House 
Road as a green area. Council, 
aftef hiring both sides re- 
ferred the matter to the Plann- 
ing Commission for study. Sevw 
eral meetings passed, only to 
see the matter deferred. 

lAeanwhlle Standing and his 
staff attempted to find a sol- 
ution. In the final plan that has 
neltber been accepted nor re- 
jected by the developers, the 
corporation would be given 
about 1.75 aoSAS (A land from 
"gtre"ets~\vMch^oul(Jbe tvssei 
in exchange for about one acre 
they would give up on which they 
would build a new entrance to 
the*^ subdivision. The present 
entrance would only be for the 
shopping area, which Standing 
has suggested be of Colonial 
style. 

In addition part of the 
area would be rezoned for sin- 
gle-family residences, where 
the land now borders the same 
kind of housing. 



Fine, while pointing out to 
Council that there was general 
accord to the Standing plan, 
said that if this plan was not 
accepted by City Council, the 
residents would fight it "all 
the way to the Supreme Court" 
if necessary. 

The Planning Commission 
has recommended that Council 
accept the plan and the matter 
will come up for final action 
on July 14 at 2 p.m. Unless 
It is deferred again there, it 
should be settled once and for 
all at that time. Although the 
developers have not stated pub- 
licly that they will go along, 
there are private Indicatims 
they win accept the com- 
promise.

City Manager Roger Scott 
officially reported to City Coun- 
cil Monday in Informal session 
action taken by the State Cor- 
poration Commision on a re- 
quest for a drastic rate hike 
by Princess Anne Utilities. 

Effective July I, the $12.50 
per quarter rate, charged by 
the company In the past will 
be cut to $8. Added to that 
will be the approximately $4.57 
fee from Hampton Roads San- 
itation District, which wiU take 
over the treatment of the sew- 
age. The company's respon- 
sibility will then be reduced to 
carrying the raw sewage in its 
lines anH pumping it to the 
Hampton Roads lines. 

Princess Anne Utilities had 
sought an increase to $28.50 
per quarter from the SCC, but 
at the last minute altered that 
to a request for $17.80. Still 
the SCC made the cut instead 
of granting a raise. 

The city hired a law firm 
to fight the hike largely on the 
basis of the number of schools 
and municipal buildings in the 
area served. The company 
serves King's Grant, Windsor 
Woods and parts of Princess 
Anne Plaza. 



The city took steps to set an 
even lower rate in areas it 
serves with municipal lines, 
but Scott pointed out at the 
time of the fee setting that 



the city did not pay taxes and 
was a non-profit organization. 
City sewage treatment, incltid- 
Ing the HRSD fee, is expected 
to cost about $10.50.

Film Remains in Custody 



Municipal Court Judge P. B. 
White has denied a request 
for the return of the film "I 
Am Curious (Yellow)" "to the 
Star Twin Indoor Theaters. 

The request was made dur- 
ing Monday court proceedings 
by defense attorney's in the 
trail of theater owner Kenneth 
W. Andrews and manager Calvin 
T. Gray who are charged with 
violation of state statutes re- 
garding the showing of an 
obscene film. 
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Police confiscated the film 
last Tuesday night during the 
arrests of Andrews and Gray 
at the theater. 

The motion was made on 
grounds of a similiar case in 
Richmond where a film was 
seized by police and returned 
to the theater prior to con- 
clusion of legal proceedings 
on grounds that the seizure was 
made without prior legal deter- 
mination that the film in ques- 
tion was obscene. 

This case is still under con- 
sideration by the 4th Circuit 
Court of Appeals on grounds 
that the civil rights of the 
theater owner and management 
were violated through the sei- 
zure of the film prior to a' 
ruling on its obscenity. 

CommonweaMh's Attorney 
Andre Evans argued that if the 
/iljB was returne^;^! theater 
cojfild continue its showing pen- 
ding final outcome of legal pro- 
ceedings. This was concurred 
with by defense attorney's who 
added the defendants would also 
be subject to being arrested 
again. 

Judge White agreed with the 
defense and prosecution des- 
cribing the situation as resem- 
bling "an endless circle".

Free on Technicality 

Charges of possessing mari- 
juana against Marine Lance Cpl, 
Michael L. Smith have been dis- 
missed in Circuit Court on 
grounds of a defective affidavit 
used in preparing the warrant 
for Smith's arrest.

Suspended Commitment 

A 17-year-old juvenile who 
escaped from custody May 26 
while enroute to court has been 
given a suspended commitment 
to care of the State Dept. of 
Welfare and Institutions. The 
juvenile, who reportedly posed 
as another juvenile being de- 
tained at city jail to facilitate 
his escape, had previously been 
charged with two counts of bur- 
glary. His suspended commit- 
ment was ordered by Juvenile 
Court Judge Phillip L. Russo 
following his conviction of the 
burlary charges and one count 
of attempted escape. The juve- 
nile was recaptured moments 
after fleeing by a group of 
Kellam High School students 
who had just arrived at Prin- 
cess Anne Courthouse on a field 
trip to a meeting of City Coun- 
cil.

More than U million veterans 
have received GI Bill education 
and training in the quarter of 
a century siiice the World War 
II GI Bin was signed into law, 
June 22, 1944, E. P. Brosnan, 
Manager of the Roanoke Veter- 
ans Administration Regiot&l 
Office, reported recently. 

Under the World War II pro- 
gram, 7,800,000 veterans re- 
ceived $14.5 billion in educa- 
tional assistance from the VA, 
Brosnan pointed out. Before 
that program ended in July 
1956, more than two and a 
quarter million World War II 
veterans, 45,000 of them in 
Virginia, entered the nation's 
colleges and universities. An- 
other 3,400,000 took below- 
college-level training. 

On-the-job trainees number- 
ed 1,400,000 while 690,000 re- 
ceived institutional on-farm tr- 
aining. 

The Korean GI Bill education 
and training program ran from 
July 16, 1952, to Jan. 31, 1965. 
During this period, 2,391,000 
eligible veterans received $4.5 
billion in VA educational assis- 
tance allowances, Brosnan said. 

More than half of the Korean 
Conflict GI BiU trainees 
(1,213,000) entered coUeges and 
universities, 860,000 took be- 
low-college-level training, 
223,000 received on-the-job tr- 
aining, and 95,000 enrolled in 
instltutloQal on-farm training. 

The present Post-Korean GI

The question is, "Who are the bad guys?" 

In fact, that's what has been much of the 
problem in the Democratic primary races 
on a statewide level. There just don't seem 
to be %ny bad guys. Surely there have been 
a few jabs thrown, but no knockout punches. 

Probably the best reason for the restrained 

TRminf^'tnarthtngs IraveTJFCT' golni pretty'' 
ell in Virginia in recent administrations. No 
ort^^c^ criticize the Harrison administration 
for ns efforts in industrial development. And 
no one can criticize the Godwin administration 
for its efforts in education, urban development 
and mental institutions. 

Virginia is fast-becoming recognized as a 
progre'ssive state, ready to deal actively with 
its problems. The solutions have been coming 
in rapid-fire succession. 

Thus it is difficult for the candidates to 
find anything real to fight about, except each 
other. And that is a dangerous road. If the 
party is badly split in the primary it is an 
open invitation to Republican Linwood Holton 
to move into the Excecuti\e Mansion in Jan- 
uary. 

.And so Messers. Howell, Pollard and Battle 
continue to hammer away at familiar themes. 
Howell lb fighting the '-big boys". Battle talks 
confidently of his new dimension moderate 
views. And Pollard, \wth perhaps the most 
effective strategy in light of the success of 
the past, continues to pound away at his ex- 
perience. "Let's look at the record'* is the 
old familiar call. 

The effect this has all had on the voters 
or potential voters will not be known until 
election day. But it seems a safe bet that all 
this apathy in the campaign will certainly 
cause apathy at the pol^. A small turnout 
"an turn the tide of this erection. 

But in which dirertion it will turn is n(^ 
that certain. AH thre- candidates say they 



are counting on a large vote and that it will 
help them. That obviously cannot be true. 
Someone has to suffer. 

Most likely to be helped by the small 
vote is Howell, wh(we faithful always turn out. 
Another aspect of the race that could be helped 
_by Democratic apathy is the entrance of the 
Conservative or the Republicans or both in the 
race. Surely they aren't supposed to be in 
there voting, but they will be in many, many 
cases. ' 

Many Republicans say they will come in to 
vote for Howell, because he's the man they 
think Holton can beat the easiest. 

Many conservatives, fearful that Battle is too 
moderate say they will come in to vote for 
Pollard, a man they do not consider as liberial. 

All three are still claiming victory is in 
sight, claiming support from different places. 
This should mean a close race for the top 
spot on the ticket, and if that is so, the cause 
of democracy will be served and the people 
once again will have spoken. 

It will also mean a runoff in August between 
the two top contenders and a replate of the 
same, type of campaigning we have seen for a 
full year so far. 

Most likely a candidate for Lt. Governor 
will be chosen without a runoff between 
Reynolds and Thompson. But the four-way 
race for Attorney Geneial is again a different 
mattt-r. Loyalties are split all over the state 
among ali iour. Tliere is not a real front- 
runnei amo^ them, and only the 'voters 
know for sure what will happen there. A run- 
off is expected in that race too.

Virginia Beach probably has more civic leagues 
other city of comparable size in the United States. 

One recent count came to 175 and admittedly was incomplete. 
Most of these organizations meet about every 60 days or so and 
discuss problems affecting the community such as, traffic 
control; police protection and zoning problems. Each.league has 
a social side in which the residents enjoy fellowship with each 
other. 

The one problem that will cause a civic league to spring into 
action the quickest ts a zoning application which the residents 
believe will adversely affect their property values. In such 
instances, the civic league will exercise a powerful, almost 
decisive influence on the outcome of such an application. In 
short, most civic leagues are run by adults for adults and are 
concerned with adult problems. 

Contrast this with the approach of the Aragona Community 
Recreation Center. Aragona Village is a community in Virginia 
Beach of about 3,000 homes. The total population is around 
15,000 people. When the subdivision was first planned, no 
recreation areas were included. Consequently, some 9,000 
children had no place to play except in the streets; and outside 
of school, had no organized recreational or social activities 
available to them. As a natural consequence, juvenile problems" 
of all sorts arose in the Village. 

A small group of tivic minded residents banded together and 
formed the Aragona Village Community Recreation Center. 
They undertook numerous fund raising projects designed to give 
Aragona Village a place of wholesome recreation for the children 
and the residents. The Center, purchased some land and built 
a building .on it. In order to get financing, the officers personally 
endorsed the obligations incurred in order to construct the 
building. Without credit, the best loan available was at an 
interest rate of 10%. 

From ttiis financially impossible beginning, the Aragona 
VillageCommunlty Recreation Center, todayis the most important 
aspect of life in the community. The total value of the land 
and building is in the area of $100,000. The current debt is 
$25,000; financed at bank interest rates, because of the excellent 
credit achieved by the Center. 

The social calendar of the Center reveals how every age 
group in the Village is benefited. Two nights a week are set 
aside as adult nights. A pot-luck social is held once a month 
^ for adults. A teen-dance for the 13 to 19 year old age group 
is held every weekj 52 weeks a year. A pre-teen dance for 
the hine to 12 age group is held twice a month. Movies are shown 
evesy Saturday morning for the children. The privilege to use 
the tenter is coiriitioned upon the children observing reasonable ' 
rules of conduct. 

In addition ttie Center carries on a lot of confidential chari- 
table work. This includes TTianksglvii^ dinner for 32 temilies; 
Christmas dinner and toys for 55 families; 1,000 cans of food 
for the welfere dqartment; $150 worth of food for the destitute 
fimily of an alcoholic; $500 for a boy who was seriously hurt 
in an accidei^ and oOieT charitlK too numermis to mention. 

The effect has beeo to appreciably reduce juvndle delin- 
quency and odier problems In Aragona Village. All this was 
accomplished %lth(wt one doUar of government mon^.

,"I don't expect every year to 
b^ as good," said Virginia 
Beach City Manager Roger M. 
Scott, reflecting upon his first 
full year In office. 

Scott became ttie consolidated 
city of Virginia Beach's second 
City Manager last July 1 and 
was the youngest man nationally 
to hold such a position in a city 
of comparable size. 

He called his first year "try- 
ing, but rewarding." 

One of the major problems 
Scott faces in his second year 
is a Councilmatlc election, 
which takes place next June. 
He is aware it can put a strain 
on everyone in municipal 
government. 

"I haye to have two loyal- 
ties," he said. "I have to worlc 
for the citizens and for my 
employers, the City Council in 
office at any given time." 

Sqott doesn't consider that 
this keeps him walking a tight- 
rope all the time, but next 
year's Councilmatlc election Is 
expected to be a hotly contested 
one, to say the least. Already 
campaign slates are lining up, 
and a record number of can- 
didates are ejqpected to file. 

Another matter that will come 
to a conclusion In the next year 
of Scott's management will be 
the permanent water contract 
with Norfolk and possibly a per- 
manent garbage contract also. 
Scott says negotiations are go- 
ing smoothly and that he is 
optimistic. 

"We're over the first hurdle 
now," he added. 

Money will be a continuing 
problem, he said, as the need 
for more and more services 
comes about In a tight money 
market. 

"We will just have to con- 
tinue to find relief where we 
can for our problems and meet 
all the needs we can," said 
Scott. 

He added that taxes must in- 
evitably rise, but that all that' 
can be hoped for Is to keep 
the Increases as small as 
possible over the years. While 
Scott would not comment on the 
matter, another bond issue for 
schools and public improvement 
Is expected in November, 1969. 
Scott would only say that such 
an Issue was doubtful in the 
9jjjct year. 

Scott said he sees very little 
in the immediate future that can 
help Virginia Beach broaden Its 
tax base, but that light Industry 
and resort Industry growth will 
certainly be helpful to him In 
planning for the future. 

He said Norfolk's hope to levy 
a payroll tax on all persons 
working there would benefit 
Virginia Beach, although he 
does not necessarily faVDr the 
tax. Under current proposals, 
half of the tax on salaries of 
those living in Virginia Beach 
but working in Norfolk would 
be returned to Virginia Beach. 

Looking back over the first 
year, Scott said the thing he 
was most proud of was the 
passage of the code of ethics 
he recommended for city em- 
ployees. 

"Even those who didn't sup- 
port it have since told me they 
are pleased with it now", he 
said. 

Several significant events 
took place during Scott's first 
year. A housing code was pass- 
ed. It was decided that a new 
civic center would have to wait. 
The city acquired the Little 
Creek industrial park property. 
A community college site was 
picked. There was another re- 
cord budget. The new city ad- 
ministration building was 
finished and opened. The surf- 
ing problems were again not 
solved. The planning com- 
— m ission was^ r ev a m p ed . , . 
almost, but changed back to its 
original size and structure. The 




underway. Scott appointed a new 
police chief. 

Scott said he has had dis- 
appointments too. He said he 
regrets not being as far along 
with a capital improvements 
budget as he had hoped, and 
that he 4s also not as near as 
he had hoped to tightening the 
municipal ship and reorganizing 
city departments for more ef- 
ficiency of operation. 

In addition he has been look- 
ing for another assistant since 
January to handle the growing 




work load but has not been able 
to find one. 

Scott wanted the City to buy 
Bow Creek Country Club. 
Council said no. Now he admits 
"they were right, 

"I feel 1 have more to offer 
the city than I did the first 
year," said Scott. 

He is still a dynamic man, 
full of energy. And he loves 
his w^k. He quoted Oscar W ilde 
In expressing his feelings on the 
job . . . "The anxiety is unbear- 
able. 1 hope It^ lasts forever."

Contributions to 12 volunteer 
fire departments in Virginia 
Beach reportedly are nearly 
$30,000 below expectations in 
the annual fund raising drive 
being conducted by the depart- 
ments.

The coordinator for the Sum- 
mer Teen Program is a young 
woman who looks like a teen- 
ager herself. She is Mrs. W.G. 
Young, Lynne, 

Lyraie moved to Virginia 
Beach two years ago when her 
husband, a Navy pilot, was sta- 
tioned at Oceana. She wrote the 
city when she learned that she 
was coming to this area and 
applied for a position with the 
Recreatio'n Department. There 
was an opening at that time and 
she was hired— her first full 
time job. 

Most of Lynne's duties are 

concerned with the youth ac- 
tivities, although she is also 
in charge of the Adult Physical 
Fitness program sponsored by 
the Recreation Department. 

Besides coordinating the 
Summer Teen ^ogram Lynne 
is in charge of the teen centers 
which are active during the 
school year. She also coordin- 
ates Friday Game Night for 
grades four through seven dur- 
ing the school year. (This pro- 
gram is held at six elementary 
schools throughout the city.) 

The Summer Teen Programs 
has been Lynne's from the be- 
ginr\ing. It was first held last 
year and she was in charge of 
it then, too. She says that the 
program is even bigger this 
year than last. Registration is 
almost completed and the re- 
sponse has been excellent! 

Sewing seems to be the most 
RQPuUr class offered (Lynne 
, y^ys this is true of adults as 
well as teenagers). In fact, 
several boys have even regis- 
tered for sewing classes this 
year. 

Another popular class is judo. 
Lynne says that 110 teenagers 
showed up for the classes last 
year— and they were mostly 
girls! "You can tell a girls' 
judo class," Lynne says, "be- 
cause after they throw each 
other there is a pause, and 
then giggles." 

A Puppet, Drama and Music 
workshop has been added to the 



program this year. The work- 
, sfiop, which is about half boys 
and half girls, will be run by 
the teenagers themselves. 

Classes and activities spon- 
sored by the Recreation Depart- 
ment are, more or less, set 
up on a demand basis. "U the 
public wants it," Lynne states, 
"we try to give it to them." 
She says that you never know 
how something is going to turn 
out: sometimes there is no 
response to a program that 
looked good at first and some- 
times there is £th overwhelming 
response. 



Lynne gives this year's Eas- 
ter Egg Hunt as a|i example 
of a surprising response. She 
helped out with the activity and 
says that they were expecting 
a few hundred children to turn 
out. There were 3,000 children 
at the egg hunt. Lynne laughs 
when she tells what happened 
that day in addition to the un- 
expectedly farge number of par- 
ticipants. "We hid the eggs and 
then the police department gave 
a dog demonstration. One of the 
policemen asked for a volunteer 
and as the child stepped forward 
the rest of the children thought 
the hunt had begun. They moved 
out over us, the police and the 
dogs and went through the place 
like a vacum cleaner. Whoosh, 
no eggs. 

"This i^a good job for peo- 
plf .who don't like a set routine," 
Lynne comments "Many times 
everything has to be rearranged 
and then instant panic sets in 
, , , Sometimes I wonder how any 
of it comes out ... getting the 
right people at the right place 
at the right time, but it always 
works." 

She feels that it is an ex 
cellent job, particularly be- 
cause of the freedom she has. 
"If I've got an idea I can go 
ahead and plan it." Lynne takes 
her work seriously. Just a few 
minutes of conversation with 
her shows how much thought 
goes into the problems she 
encounters. Right now she is 
making plans for the teen cen- 
ters next year (she would like 
to have a room in each place

Barbecue and Lose Weight 



The weifl^-watdier's world 
literally bulges with special- 
ised diets. Confronted by diets 
for drinkers, low-gram menus 
to limit caib(diydraAe intake, 
tbe omlnmis calorie counter, 
and even a boroscc^e for die- 
ters, it is logical for the wieght- 
watcher to become confused 
and erroneously rule out some 
of ttae genuine eating pleasures 
in life. 

Barbecuing is one. When the 
suggestion is made for a patio 
barbecue party visions of Ro- 
man-style gourging on rich and 
fattening food and drink swim 
throu^ the dieter's thoughts 
threatening to devour his mea- 
ger progress toward slimness. 
He becomes defensive and in- 
stead of gaining sympathy, his 
attitude labels him among so- 
ciety's "party poopers". It is 
all for naught! 

The true fact is that bar- 
becued foods can be better 
suited to the weight-watcher's 
menu than those cooked by other 
means. One of the prime rea- 
sons is that foods cooked in 
a covered barbecue kettle sim- 
mer to perfection in their own 
juices, often reducing total cal- 
orie count rather than adding 
to it. This opens up opport- 
unities for small supplements 
which enhance the flavor of the 
meal and bring greater joy to 
the otherwise confused and 
dreary world of the weight- 
watcher. 

^ "Pitch in and plan the party" 
is the advise of the people at 
Weber Stephen Products Com- 
pany, makers of the original 
Weber covered barbecue kettle, 
to those who are conscientiously 
trimming weight. That's one 
way of being certain that the 
foods served aren't pound 
adders. 

Planning the main dish is the 



most significant contribution a 
dieter can make to his own 
weight weUare when a barbe- 
cue party is prq^osed. He can 
safely avoid some of the side 
dishes, but it is difficult to 
skip the central item on the 
menu. 



Meat, fish and fowl may all 
be devoid of carbohydrates, but 
they do have calories and limits 
must be set on how much the 
dieter will sonsume. Still, the 
main dish need not be a taste- 
less and dried-out hulk. It can 
be juicy and flavored with tan- 
talizing sauces without cause 
for caloric alarm.

Selected lean lamb chops del- 
icately broiled in a covered 
barbecue kettle and glazed with 
mint sauce promise compli- 
ments to the chef and do favor 
,.to the weight- watcher as well. 
Here's the recipe: 

MINT GUZED LAMB CHOPS 

1 jar mint jelly (10-oz.) 

1 tsp. butter 

1 c. white wine 
1 1/2 tsp. dry mustard 

1/2 tsp. garlic powder 

1/2 tsp. black pepper 

1/2 tsp. onion salt 

Mix ingredients and stir over 
moderate heat until jelly is 
melted. Select lean lamb chops 
at least an inch thick. When 
charcoal briquettes have grayed 
. all over, spread them evenly 
and place the chops onthegriU. 
Cook them for five minutes per 
side, basting frequently with 
glaze sauce. Brush onaddition- 
al sauce when serving. 

The remaining sauce can be 
poured over the chops when 
served, but the dieter had better 
stay with that brushed on during 
broiling. That way he can keep 
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his calories under 200 per chop. 

If the occasion demands 
something more formidable as 
a central dish for the barbecue 
a sirloin tip roast is id^ 
for the wie^t-conscious eater. 
The cut is generally quite lean 
and when rwusted slowly in a 
covered barbecue kittle a four- 
ounce serving will have about 
240 calories. A few more cal- 
ories are added by marinad- 
ing the meat prior to cooking, 
but it's a small price to pay 
for the rich taste marinading 
gives the sirloin roast. Try it. 

MARINADED SIRLOIN TIP 

1 c. soy sauce 

3 Vo&. Worcestershire sa- 
uce 
1/2 c. brown sugar 
1/2 c. dry, red wine 
1/2 c. pineapple juice 

2 tsp. salt 

1 tsp. garlic powder 



Chose a four to five pound 
sirloin tip roast. Mix above 
ingredients and bring to a boil 
over moderate heat to dissolve 
the brown sugar and blend the 
ingredients. Allow it to cool. 
Place roast in deep dish and 
pour marinate over it. Marinade 
for 24 hours turning the- meat 
periodically. 

When ready to cook, prepare 
charcoal briquettes for indirect 
broiling with an aluminum foil 
drip pan in the center to catch 
the drippings. Center the roast 
above the pan and cook for 15 
minutes per pound for medium. 
Baste frequently with the mar- 
inade. 

Chicken breasts make a del- 
ightful main course for a bar- 
becue party and also for Qie 
dieting member of the group. 
He should remember, however, 
that he adds about 60 calories 
to the 200 a four-ounce portion 
holds if he eats the skin. 

A variation on the beef mar- 
inade adds a succulent touch 
to chicken breasts smoke-cook- 
ed in a covered barbecue kettle. 
Here's that variation: 

MARINADED CHICKEN 
BREASTS 



1/4 c. soy sauce 

1/2 c. brown sugar 

1 c. dry, white wine 

2 tsp. curry powder 
1 tsp. Tabasco sauce 

Mix the ingredients and bring 
to a boil, then allow to cool. 
Marinate the chicken breasts 
for at least two hours before 
placing on grill with meaty side 
up. Cover and broil for about 
40 minutes until golden brown 
and weU done. Baste frequently 
with the marinade. 

Pork is a great meat for 
barbecuing in a covered kettle. 
Its rich fat creates a pungent 
smoke to bring out thesplended 
flavor of outdoor cooking. But 
for the dieter it is one meat 
he must be especially cautious 
about when introducing it into 
his menu. 

Whole pork tenderloin is the 
least dangerous to his program 
of weight reduction. A four- 
ounce portion is well under 
300 calories whereas other cuts 
of pork can go well above the 
number. Whole pork tenderloin 
should be cooked over indirect 
hear with a drip pan in the 
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center. Allow 20 minutes per 
pound for well dohe. Brush on 
soy sauce periodically during 
the roasting period. It adds al- 
most no calories but brings 
to the meat a robust, almost 
nut-like flavor. 

Some attention should also 
be given to what is served with 
the main dish if the dieter is 
sincere in his weight-watching 
program. A fresh green salad 
can accompany any of the dishes 
suggested, provided the dress- 
ing is kept at a miainum. 
French dressing has the least 
calories (62 per tablespoon) of 
all varieties. And, of course, 
fresh cooked vegetables are in 
order. Brussel sprouts, carrots 
and cauliflower and side dishes 
of this type are all reasonably 
low in calories, provided they 
are not prepared in a butter 
sauce. 

Properly oriented by the 
dieter, himself, a patio barbe- 
cue party can be as much fun 
for the weigher-watcher as it 
is for those who can happily 
munch anyttiing wittiout gaining 
a pound. And, most important 
of all, flavor isn't the only re- 
ward.

Volunteer members of the 
Virginia Beach Borough Fire 
Department will launch their 
annual fund raising drive next 
Monday. 

These men, 35 in all, devote 
most of their spare time in 
assisting a nucleous of reg- 
ular, full-time, paid Beach Bor- 
ough fire fighters in protecting 
the lives and property of resi- 
dents. 

The fund raising drive will 
be carried out by members of 
the Volunteers personally con- 
tacting businessmen of the 
Beach Borough for cash dona- 
tions to support the continued 
operation of the Volunteers.

One of the prime methods 
used by the Humble fleet to 
prevent pollution of the sea 
is the "Load on Top" pro- 
cedure. This procedure pre- 
work together to find the cause 
of such slicks. 

Humble has prepared a man- 
ual to outline an alert aystem 
zn^ guidelines for the handling 
of oil spills involving cargoes 
in Humble and affiliated com- 
vents the discharge of dirty 
water overboard while reclaim- 
ing much of the oil previously 
lost when tanks were washed 
prior to receiving new cargo. 

Through its research pro- 
gram Humble has developed 
Corexlt 7664, an oil disper- 
sant to remove oil slicks from 
the oceans. The materjal's use- 
fulness is determined by those 
situations where mechanical or 
physical methods of oil slick 
removal are not applicable or 
practical. 



Corexit 7664 was introduced 
commercially in the spring of 
1968.

Receipts 
Increase; 

Still Low 

J. Clyde Morris, Chesapeake 
Bay Bridge Tunnel executive 
director, indicates the crossing 
continues to show increases in 
traffic using the span as well 
as revenues received from 
tkls, however receipts are still 
below the required daily oper- 
ating expenses. 

The latest financial state- 
ment from Morris shows that 
during the first 22 days of June 
a total of 90,626 vehicles used 
the crossing, representing a 
10 per rent increase over the 
same period of last year. The 
report also indicated that daily 
revenues from the bridge-tunnel 
were in excess of $26,000, for 
an 8.3 per cent increase over 
the same period of last year. 

However, the report also 
showed the daily toll revenue 
receipts from Jan. 1 to June 
22 of this year averaged SI 9,081 
iiily. While this figure is app- 
roximately S 1,000 above the 
daily revenue of the same per- 
iod of last year, the total daily 
revenue receipts are still below 
the systems operating cost of 
S3 4, 000 per day.

Sherman C?! Hawley, Jr., 
K4DCS, of Independence Blvd., 
has been selected to lead an 
organization of Virginia Beach 
amateur radio operators pre- 
pared to furnish organized em- 
ergency communications in time 
of disasters, it was announced 
recently by Communications 
Manager George Hart of the 
American Radio Relay League, 
U. S. and Canadian association 
of radio amateurs. 

Hawley's assignment, which 
carries the title of Emergency 
Coordinator of the Amateur Ra- 
dio Emergency Corps, is to 
band together members of the 
amateur radio service in his 
community to perfect arrange- 
ments for emergency radio 
communication by hams in the 
event of natural disasters or 
other emergencies. In addition 
to use of fixed radio station eq- 
uipment working from commer- 
cial power, amateur stations 
use self-powered radio trans- 
mitting and receiving equipment 
as needed and can often deploy 
portable and mobile units to 
accommodate a particular em- 
ergency requirement. 

Hawley as ARRL Emergency 
Coordinator, will call local 
meetings of amateurs, establish 
common operating procedures, 
and arrange regular drill per- 
iods when the ham's personal 
stations may be mobilized under 
simulated emergency condit- 
ions. His duties also include 
liaison planning with relief and 
public welfare agencies, as 
suggested in working under- 
standings the ARRL Amateur 
Radio Emergency Corps has 
with the Red Cross, Civil De- 
fense, and other agencies. Lia- 
ison will be established also 
with local protective services, 
such as fire and police depart- 
ments. 

In announcing the appoint- 
ment. Hart pointed out that 
radio amateurs have tradition- 
ally had the responsibility of 
being in constant readiness to 
offer assistance in time of need 
with ham-acquired skill, emer- 
gency-powered transmitters 
and a wealth of community 
spirit. "When sleet storms dis- 
rupt telephone and telegraph 
service, or floods isolate whole 



communities," the League's 
Communications Manager said, 
"it Is amateur radio that comes 
to the rescue with operators 
and self-powered equipment, 
often as the sole agency able 
to transmit messages calling 
on the outside world for aid for 
the stricken community." 

"To be prepared for this 
function required not only a 
highly organized program of 
preparedness locally," Hart 
continued, "but hams outside 
the disaster area must be pre- 
pared to act as outlets and relay 
points for emergency traffic. 
Planning and organization are 
necessary in either eventuality 
and that is the job Hawley is 
doing for this area.

for grabs. The basic fight there 
is between those in most bor- 
oughs aligned with the old Or-^ 
ganlzation or those aligned with 
the new organization, billed as 
the United 'Candidates. 

B. R. Mlddleton and Rhae 
Adams, running as a team for 
the House of Delegates nomin- 
ation, have also held tightly to 
the United Banner. Middleton 
was first elected two years ago 
on that ticket, and Adams was 
then campaign coordinator. 

Middleton and Adams have 
campaigned as members of that 
ticket, with their greatest sup- 
port coming from City Treas. 
V. A. "Jack" Etheridge, Com- 
monwealth's Attorney Andre 
Evans and State Sen. Edward 



T. Caton HI, all of whom were 
also elected as members of the 
1967 United ticket. 

Although Middleton and 
Adams announced separately, 
it soon became apparent they 
would run as a team. 

Bruce MurphylSd~Richard 
Guy are running as independ- 
ente, despite intense efforts to 
tie them to one another and to 
the Organization. Both maintain 
their independence and claim 
support from all factions of the 
Democratic party in Virginia 
Beach. While they have never 
formed a team, many of the 
same planks are in their res- 
pective platforms. 

The campaign has been a tepid 
one. Aside from a few per- 
sonality clashes between M&l- 
dleton and Guy, there haven't 
even been any harsh words. Guy 
has hammered away at Middle- 
ton's being a Norfolk Business- 
man and at Middl^n's lack- 



lustre record in the General 
Assembly. Middleton has re- 
plied to each attack, mostly 
saying that Guy doesn't under- 
stand the record or his part 
(Middleton's) in the government 
of Virginia.

Adams has stuck mostly with 
safe issues, including consumer 
protection, better boat safety 
laws, and the like. Guy has dis- 
cussed drug abuse laws. Murphy 
wants pari-mutuel racing in 
Virginia Beach and says he'll 
fight for it. Adams and Mid- 
dleton are not sure racing is 
such a panacea. 

In four -way debates, the air 
has been extremely clear, in 
sharp contrast to political de- 
bates of the past in Virginia 
Beach. The candidates smile a 
lot and agree with each other 
a lot. 

Middleton and Adams have 
tied themselves to the William 
Battle campaign for Governor. 
Murphy ami Guy have main- 



tained their independence there 
also, saying they could work 
with any one ofthe three chosen. 

On the statewide level, all 
three gubernatorial hopefuls 
have visited Virginia Beach 
fairly often in recent months. 

Lt. Gov. Fred Pollard brou^t 
his whole ticket, and both State 
Sen. Carrington Thompson and 
Del. Guy Farley, running for 
Lt. Governor and Attorney Gen- 
eral respectively, have had 
their say here on several oc- 
casions. 

. Battle was the first to begin 
an active campaign in Virgi- 
nia Beach. But he bimught his 
relaxed style back here last 
weekend for another insurance 
visit. 

Henry Howell put in another 
appearance in Virginia Beach 
over the Fourth of July holi- 
day also, by car and by boat. 
His 'boat, equipped with bull- 
horns, informed those on the 



beaches of his candidacy. 

HowelPs campaign headquar- 
ters opening was marked with 
accusations that Etheridge was 
involved in "hanky-panky" in 
real estate deals in which he

Middleton 

allegedly searched the title for 
developers and was paid for 
his services while serving as 
Treasurer. Howell later accu- 
sed Etheridge of inVolvement 
in illegal purchase of tax de- 
linquent property. Etheridge 
denied and explained his way out 
of the charges. 

State Sen. Sargeant Reynolds, 
running for Lt. Governor made 
one or two token appearances in 
Virginia Beach, notably speak- 
ing to the Virginia Beach Jay- 
cees. "Hardtimes" Hunt and 
Moses Riddick, also running for 
Lt. Governor made no speeches 
or appearances here. 

Andrew Miller came twice 
to Virginia Beach, bringing an- 
other relaxed manner in his 



campaign for Attorney General. 
He says he expects a runoff 
between himself and Farley. 

C. F. "Flip" Hicks received 
little exposure in the resort 
city, although he did visit once 
in his bid for the same office. 
His campaign manager, Owen 
Pickett, said Hicks enjoyed 
much support here. 

Only Bernard Levin of Nor- 
folk barely included Virginia 
Beach in his Attorney General 
bid. He\spent more time^cam- 
paigning elsewhere. 

More than 30,000 voters went 
to the polls in last November's 
general election. Only about 
15,000 are expected Tuesday, 
and political buffs expect a 
close vote, with runoff prima- 
ries in August for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Governor 
and Attorney General. 

Some say a small turn out 
will favor Henry Howell. Others 
say a small turn out, if it is 



conservative will favor Pollard. 

There are rumors that Vir- 
ginia Beach Republicans will 
also vote in the Democratic 
Primary for Howell, because 
they feel he is the easiest

Democrat to beat in November. 

The Republican nominee, Lin 
wood Holton has already been 
on the campaign trail for sev- 
eral months, although his only 
test will come in the general 
election. 

The GOP in Virginia does not 
have a primary. The Republican 
candidates were chosen in con- 
vention earlier this spring. 

The GOP Lieutenant Gover- 
nor is H.D.Dawbern of Waynes- 
boro. The Attorney General 
candidate is Richard Obershain 
of Richmond. 

Now it is stiU the Democrats' 
day. And a long day it will be. 
The polls open at 6 a^. and 
close at 7 p.m.

Virginia *Beach City Council 
may be able to dispose, of two 
particularly controversial ma- 
tters during its regular meet- 
ing Monday at City Hall. 

The zoning problem at the 
entrance to Thoroughgood has 
plagued Council for many 
months, but would seem to be 
drawing closer to a peaceable 
solution. 

And the proposed ordinance 
prohibiting parking of campers 
and large recreational equipe- 
ment on streets, in driveways 
and in certain sideyards has 
apparently been watered down 
enough to be accepted by Council 
and owners of such equipment. 
That matter has hung on for 
well oyer a year. 

The planning commission has 
presented a plan drawn by plan- 
ning director Patrick Standing 
that is regarded as a com- 
promise concerning the Thor- 
oughgood entrance. 

Several months ago residents 
of the area objected strongly 
to the development of a small 
service shopping center at the 
entrance to the highly restricted 
neighborhood. The developers 
had left the area as a green 
area for nearly 15 years, but 
the tract was zoned for such 
a center in 1954. The residents 
asked Council to change that 
zoning. 

With the threat of a court 
fight always hanging in the bal- 
ance, the planning commission. 
City Council, the residents, the 
developers. Standing and a num-

The Standing plan, which calls 
for the present enb'ance to be 
closed except for the shopping 
center, a new entrance for resi- 
dents ajid rezoningto residential 
of a buffer zone, gives the deve- 
lopers additional land and takes 
a smaller amount for a new 
street. The residents, through' 
their attorney, Louis Fine, say 
they will accept the plan, with 
reservation, including gurantee 
of a Colonial style center and 
a new brick entrance. The dev- 
elopers have not' publicly en- 
dorsed the project, but there are 
strong indications that the plan 
will be accepted on final vote 
by both sides Monday. 

Tbe so-called camper ordin- 
ance has been watered down 
considerably, ai^ again there 
appears to be accord in the 
matter. A committee that has 
been working on the ordinance 
for over a year said agreement 
has been reached. 

The greatest objection to the 
proposed city statute came from 
residents of areas in subdiv- 
isions where lots are small. 
They said they could not park 
the equipment on the side ofthe 
house and still nMntain side- 
yard zoning restrictions. While 
members of the committee said 
they disagreed, that restriction 
has been removed from the ord- 
inance which will come before 
Council Monday. 

The ordinance, if passed, wiU 
not meet ttie original intentions. 
There were objections from 
civic leagues and inlividual 
residents of a number of sub- 
divisions, based on traffic con- 
trol and aesthete values.

Fentress said tl^s is the 
logical location since there are 
ten telephone lines coming into 
the municipal complex and since 
James has also asked for 
another major change in the 
handling of election returns. 

In the past unofficiafreturns 
were called into the Clerk's 
office on election night and to 
various campaip headquarters 
throughout the city. The un- 



official returns were brought to 
the Clerk's office either that 
night or the next day, with the 
official envelope not necessar- 
ily being brought in until time 
for the official canvass two days 
later., 

James has now asked that the 
unofficial returns and the of- 
ficial returns in a sealed en- 
velope be brought in to the 
Clerk's office as soon as count- 
ed on election night.

Boyce Ilinwood Layne, 36 who 
was in tbe Virginia Beach City 
Jail awaiting trial on two char- 
ges of burglary and one charge 
of possession of burglary tools, 
remained the target of a wide- 
spread manhunt following his 
escape on Monday night. 

The FBI Tuesday afternoon 
joined in the search for Layne. 
According to officials at the 
Norfolk FBI Office federal war- 
rants were issued for Layne 
on the grounds of interstate 
transportation of a stolen motor 
vehicle. The charges resulted 
from the discovery at the time 
of his arrest last November by 
Virginia Beach police of an 
auto behind Layne's home, 
which had been reported sto- 
len in Raleigh, N.C. ^BI of- 
ficials also said Layne's wife, 
Patricia, 24, is also being 
sought on the same federal 
charge. 

According to officials Layne 
managed to saw through a bar 
on his maximum security cell 
door with hacksaw blades, then 
with a pistol forced Jailer Phil- 
ip Waterfield to summon jailer

Two men, businessman, 
Walter Schw^ler and attorney 
Robert Furniss, Jr., were nom- 
inated unanimously to meet the 
winners of the Democratic pri- 
mary in the race for Virginia 
Beach's two seats in the Vir- 
ginia House of Delegates. 

A third candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination, attorn^ 
Israel Steingold, withdrew from 
the race, saying he favored party 
unity. He had earlier threatened 
a floor fight. It was Steingold 
who moved that the two others 
be accepted by acclamation. 

The keynote speaker for the 
city convention was State Sen.

City Sgt. John E. Marr said 
Waterfield was on duty Inside 
the cell block area of the jail 
at the time. 

He said, "Waterfield was go- 
ing around locking up the pris- 
oners and Securing them for 
the night. He had already check- 
the first floor, made his rounds 
of the second floor, and had 
gone to the third floor". 

Marr said that when Water- 
field checked Layne's cell he 
could see Layne on his bunk 
as he looked through the bars 
of a secondary door. Marr ad- 
ded that the solid, heavy steel 
door on Layne's cell had been 
left open because "it was so 
hot that place would have been 
like a dungeon." 

Marr continued that when Wa- 
terfield came back down to the 
second floor "he was met by 
this fellow (Layne) in the hall 
then forced to come downstairs 
and knock on the door to get 
Evans to open it." 

Evans said he heard someone 
banging on the door and saw 
Waterfield peering from the 
other side of the doorway glass 
insert. When Evans opened the 
door he was confronted by 
Layne, who had concealed him- 
self, !u)lding a pistol. 

Evans said Layne told him, 
"1 don't want to kill you." 

Evans was forced to step 
through the door, aiid as he did 
Layne apparently saw matron 
Bertha Taylor behind the jail- 
er's desk. According to Evans 
Layne forced her at pistol point 
to join Waterfield and Taylor. 



Layne then left the jail through 
the main doorway and fled into 
the rainy night. 

Police officer Harold D. 
Suggs, who was patrolling the 
region with his partner Aux- 
iliary Police Lt. Lowery, said 
they were in the process of 
making one of their nightly 
routine checks at the jail. Suggs 
said he and Lowery were in 
a rear office, and had looked 
back into the jailer's office 
to find it empty. 

About five minutes later, ac- 
cording to Suggs, he heard a 
banging in the cell block area, 
and as he started to this rear 
door to investigate he heard 
the report of a jailbreak on 
the police monitor. SuggS said 
he went to the door leading 
into the cell block and looking 
through the glass saw the jail- 
ers milling about, then raced 
out of the building only to be 
met by police officers and de- 
tectives racing into the build- 
ing. 

Sheriff Marr told the VIR- 
GINIA BEACH SUN Evans 
sounded the alarm by phone 
after he had been locked inside 
the jail area with Waterfield 
and Taylor. 

Marr said, "Evans picked up 
the phone and dialed the oper- 
ator and told her to send the 
police. She called Norfolk po- 
lice and they surrounded their 
jail". 

"After about five minutes", 
Marr continued, "and the po- 
lice had not arrived Evans again 
used die phone to inquire where 
the police were". 

It was on this secoi^ call 
that Evans apparently reached 
the police dispatcher at Vir- 
ginia Beach headquarters. 

When questioned as to how 
Layne may have t)een able to 
obtain the hacksaw blades and 
pistol used in his escape Marr 
said, "I've no idea how he got 
hold of the stuff". 

Marr indicated previous 
checks of the jail did not un- 
cover anything out of the ordin- 
ary, and that the last time 
Layne had any visitors was on 
Sunday June 29. Marr was un- 
able, however, to say who visited 
Layne on that date. 

When asked if Marr had any- 
thing he might want to clange 
in the jail he said, "I made % 
request which was to have l>«en 
brought \xp in City Council in 
May to transfer some funds 
from the budget to build a 
visitors room so they w«»ild 
not have to go inside th«: jail, 
and 1 have not hcwrd any nur« 
from it".

On Two Slum Areas 



At the close of the Planning 
Commission's public hearing 
Tuesday the Commission was 
presented with a special report 
on the Seatack pd Brownie 
Park areas. 

The report was made by Tim- 
othy Barrow, head of the ad- 
vanced planning section of the 
City's Planning Department. 
Conditions found in the areas 
during a Beach Borough Study 
stimulated the special interim 
report. Although the larger 
study will not l)e completed 
for several months, the Plann- 
ing Department felt that the 
deplorable situation found in 
the Seatack and Brownie Park 
areas warranted immediate 
action. 

The Planning Department's 
report noted that the areas, 
with only 2% of the city pop- 
ulation, account for 50% of hard- 
core unemployment; that two- 
thirds of the housing structures 
In the area are either deterio- 
rating or delapidated; that hea- 
lth problems in the area are 
from two and a half to five and 
a half times the city-wide rate; 
and that 16% of the city's wel- 
fare cases are concentrated 
in th^ area. 

An eight-point plan was pre- 
sented to the Commission which 
calls foj: immediate action In 
the arelr. Those points include 
demolishing 25 delapidated st- 
ruQtures, paving seven streets 
and repaving four streets, pro- 
viding adequate lighting along 
residential streets, removing 
abandoned automobiles, clean- 



and Landstown Road in the Gr- 
een Run Farm area. This park 
will contain parking for 250 
cars, picnic shelters, play- 
ground equipment and a horse- 
show ring. 

The Planning Commission 
approved an application of Prin- 
cess Anne Properties, Inc. for 
a use perttiit for camping sites 
and related facilities east of 
South Lynnhaven Roab and south 
of Ole Towne Drive. This 
campground, which will^have 
approximately 470 campsites, 
will not be constructed until next 
year. 

An application of A. E. Havens 
Jr. for a change of zoning and 
use permit to construct 808 
apartment units was approved 
by the Commission with the 
stipulation that the application 
or a representative would meet 
with the residents of the area 
before the application comes up 
before City Council. The apart- 
ments are to be constructed in 
the Woodhaven area, on the 
south side of Indian River Road. 

Construction of the apart- 
ments will take five years. In- 
cluded in the complex will be 
a swimming pool, club house, 
nursery school and a recrea- 
tion area. Rental on the units 
hafi been tentatively set at $200 
to $225 a month. 

Other action taken by the 
Commission included denial of 
approval of an application of 
Rosso and Mastracco, Inc. for 
a change of zoning and use 
permit to operate a gasoline 
sun[>Iy station on the northwest

removing litter from right-of- 
ways and vacant lots and ii^ 
iating a detailed cost and eng- 
ineering study for the extension 
of sewer service and water ser- 
vice to the entire area. 

In his presentation Barrow 
said that the action program 
should be a joint effort between 
the community and the city. He 
also pointed out that the pre- 
sent condiUons are a deterrent 
to improvement. , 

During the regular session 
the Planning Commission app- 
roved two use permit applica- 
tions by the city for parks.

But the 
surfing needs can only get 
worse. 

With the new motels and ho- 
tels that are bound to be built 
adjacent to the present major 
surfing area, the problem will 
toon become acute. 

Even the suggestion of a flag 
system which would allow sur- 



fers to use any part of the 
beach when weather conditions 
are unfavorable to others is 
only part of an answer. 

The surf, the interest in sur- 
fing and the surfers will not 
go away. City Council must do 
something to settle the surfers' 
plight, at least temporarily. 
Meanwhile'*^he problems cannot 
be pushed backward into a sand 
dune to be forgotten or ignored.

The Moment of Truth 



The moment of trutti is near. For the 
gubernatorial candidates the Democratic pri- 
mary marks the culmination of as much as 
a year-and-a-half of campaigning all over 
Virginia. It marks the close of the books on 
as much as $250,000 spent on campaigning. 
And it marks the end of a very boring campaign 
for the voters. 

The apathy of the voters virtually on election 
eve is aiq)aling, yet understandable. Not only 
have they had as much campaigning as they 
can stomach, not only have they heard so 
little in real issues and not only have they 
listened to little petty personality skirmishes 
until they are sick of them, but they have 
also adjusted to the idea that it's only partly 
over. 

Unless there is some magic diange the 
races, with the possible exception of the nom- 
ination for Lt. Governor, are going to be very 
close. And that will mean a runoff hext month 
with more campaigning in the meantime. That 
will mean the voters must find their w^ to 
the polls again in the heat of the summer to 
choose finally between the top two contenders. 

But that is still only part of it. They must 
then prepare for another string of oratory 
on partisan lines between Labor Day and ele- 
ction day in November. And no doubt it will 
come, as the GOP nominee seeks to unseat

The reasons for all of this are remarkably 
clear. There are many factors leading up to 
this feeling of apathy a few days before one 
of the most important elections the state of 
Virginia has fiiced in many, many years. 
The length of the campaigns has been in- 
terminable. Henry Howell lias been saying 
he was running for Governor for four years, 
but his active campaigjiing, trying to keep the

big boys honest, be^ well over a year ago. 

Fred Pollard jumped into the fray earlier 
than usual. hIs formal announcement last 
October came before the Presidential election, 
unheard of in the past. 

And William Battle's name has beenbandied 
about for the nomination for better than two 
years, although he was the last to make the 
candidacy official. 

Fear of confusing the voters has also caused 
manyproblems.The candidateshavespaitmore 
time agreeing with each other on basic issues 
than ever before. Actually they must, for fear- 
the voters won't understand in November when 
Linwood Holton is the common enemy. 

Even the public debates, including television 
debates, have been relatively free of any 
real confrontations. Henry Howell has contin- 
ued to needle his o^Mnoits in his folksy 
manner. The Kamedy image of Battle has been 
exploited fully, and whether Pollard is the 
only one who can legally stand under the 
Godwin umbrella of progressive government 
has also received its share of publicity. 

They have all talked about conflict of inter- 
est legislation, education, efficirat govern- 
ment, welfare and a host of (^er innoccwxis 
problems that ttie state is facing. 

Now the VDters must make their choice, 
All indications are that it will be close enou^ 
to make a runoff a necessity in the gubernator- 
ial race, but still nc one is willing lo preaict 
who wlU be in that runoK. 

The "undecided" vote is still very large, 
even alter more than a year of speech^, 
endorsements by other politicians, campaign 
promises and plans for a rosy future for 
Virginia. 

Those that are still undecided next Tuesday 
just may stay tM>me. That would be a steime, 
and the small turnout would prove nottui^. 

But the mom«)t of truth is really here at 
last. The vote comes Tuesday. Then we'll 
take a deep breath and get read/ for the runoff 
campaign and another moment of truth. Then 
after that, another deep breath, ai*iiner cam- 
paign and, yes, still another moment of truth.

The industrial revolution was one of the greatest achieve- 
ments in man's pathway from the caves to his present level 
of progress; for it took much of the burden from the back of man 
and beast and placed it on the machine.

With the dawn of the 20th century, America became the land 
of production lines and literally became the slave to pre-timed 
production schedules such as the assembly lines of the auto- 
motive industry. It is undeniable that tiie machine which re- 
placed the field-hand who picked cotton; or the man-drawn 
barge; or the stage coach; or the horse in agriculture; or the 
oxen, added immeasurably to the ease and comfort of man. 
The victories of the American forces in World War II were 
attributable largely to the Juperior machines and mechanical 
devices available from the industrial heart of our great nation. 

Unquestionably, the machine or the mechanical device has 
provided man with new luxuries and ample necessities; has 
relieved man of many labor-burdens; has given man many free 
hours of relaxation, and for tiiese achievements man is truly 
indebted to the machine age. With these blessings, one would 
expect to find a hairier more contented breed of man in 1969 < 
than existed for example in 1869. This is probably not true, for 
today man seems to be more neurotic; more frustrated. 

It is possible that as man has gained more and more respect 
for the machine and its accomplishments, that unconsciously 
he has lost more and more respect and appreciation for nature 
and its l)eauty. With his eyes and thoughts riveted on the works 
of man is it possible that man has spent fewer and fewer moments 
with his eyes and tbou^ts directed towards the wonders of 
nature? Is this condition in turn responsible for man's dis- 
content anl general condition of turmoil? The answer to each 
of ttie foregoing questions, is "yes". 

Consider for example, the beauty of a sleek new jet air liner 
representing as it prolably does, the highest level of manfs 
achievement. Does it begin to compare, for example, with the 
majestic and inspiring beauty of flying above the ^liite, rolling, 
silver sundrenched clouds at 30,000 feet? Nature in all its 
variety has beauty and serenity incapable of being attained by 
the works of man. Surely nothing man can make can compare 
with the lieauty of the Swiss Alps or the Black Forests of Ger- 
^nfkny; or the sig^t of a hear fishing in the headwaters of aid 
Alarum stream. 

Is it not possible that man has elevated his works above the 
works of God and in so doing has lost much more than he has 
gained? Has man over-emphasized the role of the machine 
and its potential at the e}qpaise ol something of far greater 
and lasting value? The answer wwld seem to lie in the fact 
that never before has man employed more machines, more 
effectively, for more purp(»es while at the same time being 
more discontented and troidsled than ever before.

The approval by tiie Federal 
Government of a vaccine to pre- 
vent German measles, marks a 
significant step forward in the 
fight against birth defects, the 
primary interest of the Mafch 
of Dimes. 

Rubella is usually a mild 
childhood disease but may cause 
serious defects in the unborn 
baby when the mother is in- 
fected with the disease in the 
early months of pregnancy. 
Young children are the princi- 
pal source of the infection of 
pregnant women. Epidemics oc- 
cur at irregular intervals of 
6 to 9 years. The last major 
epidemic was in 1964. This 
epidemic caused an estimated 
50,000 abnormal pregnancies, 
resulting in some 20,000 live- 
born babies with birth defects 
and ^bout 30,000 fetal deaths. - 
With widespread immunization 
of children, this tragedy may 
not be repeated. 

The March of Dimes is con- 
ducting a major educatiomd 
campaign to promote public and 
professional knowledge of the 
new vaccine. Thousands of vic- 
tims of congenital rubella ftom 
the 1964 epidemic have been 
cared for at the 107 Birth 
Defects Centers supported by 
the March of Dimes. 

It should be stressed that 
school-age children should re- 
ceive the immunization. Infec- 
ted boys and girls often move 
about normally, exposing ev- 
eryone around them. When a 
child with German measles un- 
wittingly infects a pregnant wo- 
man, the result may be a major 
tragedy for her baby,

The Association is 
se^dng inform^ion on agencies 
needing voluitfeers as well as 
trying to make others aware of 
its existence. 

"When you give of yourself, 
you learn so much," said Miss 
White, adding that speaking be- 
ofre such an enthusiastic group 
was iittpiring to her. 

She said ttiat in S.T.O.P. vol- 
unteers are needed as teachers' 
helpers, to donate cl(^ing, mm 
to mend toys and equipment— 
"The children need men. Many 
have never seoi a man working 
around thehouse"— recreation, 
arts and crafts, transportation, 
advice from businessmen on job 
programs, jobs and counseling. 

I^ck of understanding is a big 
handicap in S.T.O.P., Miss 
White said. "Four years ago 
before I bepn working with 
S.T.O.P. I thought those people 
(in poverty areas) were lazy, 
tIsU they didn't want to get 
off weUkre, ttiat Oiey Ind ik> 
§mm9 ot ra^^eaaMUtf, Ttey 
dMt teve. They've Mver hem 



taught." 

She pointed out that there are 
105,000 people in the 2,200 
square miles covered byS. 
T.O.P. that qualify under the 
government yardstick for pov- 
erty. She said that self respect 
is almost as important as jobs 
and job training for the poverty 
stricken. 

Understanding supervisors on 
the job are needed too, she said. 
"After a man gets a job, he 
may not have an alarm clock 
to wake him up. He may have 
no money for bus fare, or lunch 
money or food at home for lunch, 
or clothes to wear. If he does 
not show up for work he's 
termed 'irresponsible.' " 

Miss White told of appearing 
before the Mayor's Youth Coun- 
cil in Virginia Beach where she 
was told "We don't have people 
like that in Virginia Beach." 
"But you do," she told the Asso- 
ciation, "many of them. Every- 
body knows about Seatack, but 
what about Pungo, Newlight, 
Fentress?" 

Then she added, "Virginia 
Beach has ttie worst commuter 
system around. After a man gets 
a job he may have to walk two 
or three miles to a bus. He 
can get into Norfolk, but he 
can't go anywhere else in Vir- 
ginia Beach." 

Miss White praised efforts 
of St. Aiden's church in setting 
up a S.T.O.P. Child Develop- 
ment Ceirter. "It's only the 
second white church in 2,200 
square miles that has a center."

(Editor's note: Here is an- 
other in the series on home 
horticulture by Wesley P. Jud- 
kins, Extension horticulturist 
at Virginia T^di.) 

The acid of alkaline condi- 
tion of the soil, which you may 
refer to as sour or sweet, has 
an important effect on the 
growth of your plants. TTiere 
are several reasons for this. 
The two most important are 
that some plants grow best at 
certain acidity levels, and also, 
the acidity has a direct effect 
on ttie availability of the nu- 
trients which they need. 

The pH scale is very prac- 
tical and easily understood me- 
thod of expressing the acid or 
alkaline level of your soil. A 
valu$ of pH 7.0 is neutral. 
Lower values are acid, and 
higher values are basic or al- 
kaline. 

The increase in acidity at 
the lower levels of the pH 
range is more rapid than you 
mi^t eq>^ct. This is because 
the numerical values are based 
on a logarithmic scale. For 
exaiAple, pH 6.0 is rated as 
being sli^tly acid but is ten 
times more acid than pH 7.0. 
Likewise, a soil with a pH of 
5.0 is said to be strongly acid 
and is ten times more acid 
than pH 6.0 and one hundred 
times more acid than pH 7.0. 
This emphasizes the impor- 
tance of small differences in 
the reaction level of your soil. 

Most of the plants in your 
garden will grow best in slight- 
ly acid soil with a pH of 6.0 
to 6.5. More nutrient elements 
are available for their use at 
this value. At hi^er and lower 
levels, certain elements be- 
come chemically bound in the 
soil complex and are unavail- 
able for plants. 

Some plants such as azal^, 
blueberry, and rhododendron, 
grow best i n a strongly acid 
soil at about pH 5.0. Under 
less acid conditions the leaves 
become yellow, with green 
veins. This is because an in- 
adequate supply of iron is avail- 
able in soils at the higher pH 
levels. 

So, what should you do? Have 
your soil tested to determine 
its acid or basic condition. The 
Extension agent in your county 
can arrange to do this for you. 
Collect small samples of soil 
from several locations in your 
garden. Mix them together and 
take out a small amount to be 
used for the tests. 

When the test results are 
available it is easy to make 
your soil more basic or acid 
to meet the need of your plants. 



For most flowers and veg- 
etables^you will probably need 
to add ground limestone to re- 
duce the acidity. Apply about 
ten pounds per one hundred 
square feet to raise the soil 
one pH value. Mix this thorough- 
ly with the top several inches 
of soil. If this is not possible, 
scratch it into the surface where 
it can be moved down into the 
soil wittj rain ws^ter or irri- 
gation. 

If you need a more acid 
soil for azaleas, blueberries. 



or rhododendrons, apply iron 
sulfate or sulfur. Use about 
two pounds per one hundred 
square feet. 

Test your soil again in six 
Or eight months to determine 
the effectiveness of the treat- 
ment. Water moving through 
the soil will leach out the basic 
elements and cause the acidity 
to Increase gradually. There- 
fore, you may need to apply 
lime every few years to main- 
tain the best level for your 
particular garden or lawn. '

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Food Problems Arrive 



Summer means family out- 
ings, parties, plenty of tasty 
dishes to eat and, of course, 
the possibility of food poison- 
ing. — 

Many cases of intestinal up- 
set, often referred to as food 
poisoning, occur every year be- 
cause of food mishandling, said 
Dr. E. 0. Essary of Virginia 
Tech's food science and tech- 
nology department. 

This is expecially true, he 
said, during summer months. 
While the exact cause for the 
illness is not always deter- 
mined, it is evident from the 
symptoms that the food had 
become contaminated through 
mishandling. 

One of the Itacteria respon- 
sible for the majority of in- 
testinal upsets caused by food 
mishandling is the golden-col- 
ored Staphylococcus aurius. 
This microorganism is preve- 
lant on hands, utensils, in ttss 
air, and in £act, most every- 
where, so it can easily <:on- 
taminate unprotected food. 

Foods often prepared for pic- 
nics include meat sandwiches, 
egg and potato salads, pies 
and similar items which are 
an excellent media for bacter- 
ial growth. 

When food becomes contam- 
inated withStai^, the organisms 
multiply undetected and produce 
a toxin Mtmch causes an intes- 
tinal disorder. 

To prevent bacterial action, 
Essary said, food should be 
kept free c^ recontamination 
after it is prepared. The tem- 
perature (A prepared food 
should be k^ above 120 de- 
grees or below 50 degrees. 

An important thing to remem- 
ber, be said, is to never hold 
a cooked food product between 
50 and 120 degrees for more 
than four hours. This temper- 
ature range, often referred to 
as the "inoculatioii zone" is 
the ideal temperature for the 



growth of bacteria responsible 
for gastrointestinal upsets. 

Another group of bacteria 
called Salmonella are also trou- 
blemakers at picnics. They do 
not produce a toxin as do Sta- 
phylococci, but cause a gas- 
trointestinal infection which 
persists longer than attacks 
caused by Sts^di toxins. Salmon- 
ella organisms may also enter 
food by improper handling, or 
from individuals carrying the 
organisms. 

Hands should be washed thor- 
oughly before food is handled, 
Essary warned. "This is par- 
ticularly important with raw 
foods for salads and foods that 
will not be reheated at the pic- 
nic area," he said. 

Foods should be kept out of 
sunlight and away from insects 
and animals. Left-over food 
should be covered and held in 
a cooler.

^ These very literal descrip- 
tions of American foods are 
taken from a glossary of typ- 
ical menu items enpQuntered 
in the United ^tes. The glos- 
sary is published by the For-^ 
eign Liaison Office of the 
Transportation School at Ft. 
Eustis, Va., for the large num- 
bers of foreign visitors and stu- 
dents who are official guests 
of the school each year. The 
Liaison Office maintains an en- 
rollment of approximately 130 
foreign students from 20 coun- 
tries each month, in addition 
to a company of Air Force stu- 
dents from the Republic of Vi- 
etnam. 

In addition to the menu items, 
an explanation of terms and 
phrases frequently encountered 
in dining, and a brief section 
on etiquette are included. In 
an attempt to furnish a useful 
guide for visitors unfamiliar 
with American foods and eating 
habits the w iters of the glos- 
sary have pr. ^ded an unusually 
realistic vie\ ^f a frequently 
'romanticized' bject.

The , 
I fact that pancakes are also 
referred to as hot cakes, grid- 
dle cakes, or flapjacks might 
not confuse an American, but 
four regional names for the , 
same dish could easily present a 
l^dMem of disioe iirif someone 
Mi*acwBtei|aed tpan American 
fondness for variety in names. 

The fact that Americans 
themselves have such varied 
backgrounds both simplifies and 
complicates things . A West t 
German would recognize wiener 
schnitzel, but he conceivably 
would find chili con carno, 
Welsh rarebit, or pizza new 
and different. 

The glossary can be quite 
informative to Americans as 
well as to visitors. For exam- 
ple, many French expressions, 
which are known throughout Eu- 
rope and by others for whom 
French is a second language, 
are unfamiliar to many Amer- 
icans. Carte du jour ('today's 
menu), frappes ('ices'), and pe- 
tit fours ("small cakes of va- 
rious shapes with a great va- 
riety of icings','), are not so 
well known to Americans as 
Kentucky-fried chicken and 
barbecue. 

Other interesting examples 
to be found in the glossary are: 
toast (slices of bread browned 
on both sides, served warm with 



butter); beef (cow served as 
roast, steak, chopped beef 
(hamburger), or stew); chili 
sauce Oike catsup, butthicker); 
cake O^ke sweet bread, made 
in many flavors and served 
with a sweet topping calle^ 
'"'frosting" or "icing"); hush-^ 
puppies (southern fat-fried dish 
of corn meal); round steak (meat 
from the top of the hind leg 
of beef); tartlet (small tart); 
t^ ("to insure promptness" 
was displayed as a notice which 
guests read on entering a tavern 
many years ago. Now it is a 
sum of money ^ven for good 
service). 

American eating habits are 
mentioned with descriptions of 
typical menu's for breakfasts, 
lunches, and dinners. There 
are also explanation of the dif- 
ferences in eating in cafeterias, 
restaurants, counters, and 
snack bars. No effort is spared 
in the attempt to provide in- 
fer niation of real value to the 
student. 

The next time you're puzzling 
over the Oyster Bienville or 
Hor d'Oeuvres a la Broche*' 
listed on your menu, just ask 
the gentleman from Thailand at 
the next table. He'll be happy 
to explain.

Motel Helps Housing Problem 



Virginia Wesleyan College 
has signed a one year agree- 
ment with the Essex House 
Motel of Virginia Beach for use 
of this facility for off campus 
housing of 50-60 men students 
for the 1969-70 academic sess- 
ion, beginning in late September 
and ending in early June. 

The agreement was reached 
last week between James H. 
Capps, owner of the Essex 
House and college officials. The 
Essex House, built in the ear- 
ly 1940's is a two-story Jarick 
and frame structure. Thirty 
rooms will be available for 
college use. Twenty of them 
have adjoining baths. Ten have 
private baths. Each room wiU 
house two men students. 

Virginia Wesleyan expects a 
minimum fulltime enrollment 
of 400 students in September 
1969. The present Academic 
Village I which the college is 
occupying has four dormitory 
units "Vith a total capacity of 
220 residents students. Frank 
S. Badfeer^ Director of Admiss- 
ion, expects approximately 140 
of the 400 fulltime students to 
^ local commuting students. 
The remainder will have to be 
placed in satisfactory off- cam- 
pus housing. Transportation for 
those living in the Essex House 
wl]l be provided ))y the college^ 

This facility will be consid- 
ered off-campus housing. It will 
have a resident manager living 
in the facility and will not be 
considered officially as a coll- 
ege dormitory. 

The Essex House Is located 
on the corner of 16th Street 
and Atlantic approximately 16 
miles from Virginia Wesleyan's 
campus. At one time, the Essex 
House had a cafeteria attached 
and was used primarily as a 
boarding house with a number 
of teachers living there. 

Virginia Wesleyan's present 
plans call for the addition of two 
dormitory units to house a total 
of 120 students for the fall of 
1970. 

The total cost ofthe two units, 
similar to those in Village I 
and ultimately to be a part of 



the second village, Is estimated 
at $600,000. Wesleyan has made 
application for $500,000 to the 
Department of Housing ahd 
Urban Development through the 
coUege housing loan program 
for assistance on this project. 
College officials Indicate that 
they will not have a formal 
reply to the application until 
later this summer. 

In announcing the leasing of 
the Essex House Motel to house 
students for September 1969, 
Virginia Wesleyan Presid«it 



Lambuth M. Clarke said: "We 
are very pleased to have this 
relationship with Mr. Capps 
and the EssexHouse. Mr. Capps 
is a teacher and be enjoys work- 
ing with young people.

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Traffic Lanes Should Ease Boating Daggers 



The proposed Chesapeake Bay 
traffic lan«s will be a reality 
Oct. 6 of this year annoiuces 
Adm. Willard J. Smith, Comm- 
andant of the U. S. Coast Guard. 

In a recent letter Adm. Smith 
informed the Commander of the 
Fifth Coast Guard District, 
Rear Adm. E. C. Allen Jr. that 
the traffic lanes proposed by a 
study committee had been re- 
viewed and accepted. 



The traffic lanes, under study 
since 1966, establish channels 
for entering and leaving Chesa- 
peake Bay at Cape Henry and 
also at Smith Point, a high 
hazard area in Chesapeake Bay, 
just south of the border between 
Virginia and Maryland. 

The Commandant set Oct. 6 
as a target date for implimen- 
tation of the scheme, which 
will revise and expand the pre- 



sent number and position of 
buoys in the Chesapeake Bay 
entrance area and will necessi- 
tate chart amendments. 

The accepted plan also esta- 
blishes a pilotage area in the 
vicinity of Cape Henry where the 
two traffic lanes converge. The 
-committee also proposed a 
change to the "Chesapeake Bay 
entrance line of damarcation,," 
extending the inland rules of the 



road slightly farttier to sea In 
order to put all ships conver- 
ging on the two separate lanes 
under the same set of rules. 
This prcqwsal must yet be con- 
sidered by tlM Merchant Marine 
Council Committee at its meet- 
ing Aug. 4 in Washington. 

There are two sets of lanes 
at the Chesapeake Bay entrance, 
converging from seaward to a 
point two and a half miles east 



northeast of Cape Henry light. 
A northern channel, seven and 
a half miles long, is oriented 
in the direction of 250 degrees 
true inbound and 070 degrees 
outbound, The deep dr aft(50 feet) 
southern channel is seven miles 
long and is oriented in the dir- 
ection of 313 degrees true in- 
iMund and 133 degrees outbound. 
Fairw^buoys mark the center 
of these channels, and, in acc-

ordance with the rules of the 
road, ships will stay to the 
starbcm-d hand of the channel 
and leave the folrway buoy on 
the port hand. 

Smith Point lanes have two 
legs totaling a distance of one 
and a half miles, each lane 
being three-quarters of a mile 
wide. The turning point for the 
lanes is at a fairway buoy 
located one and three quarters 
mile due &£t of Smith Point 
Light. The northbound lane is 
oriented in the direction of 015 
and 340 degrees true; the 
southbound lanes are in the dir- 
ection of 160 and 195 degrees 
true. 

The traffic lanes were de- 
vised to assist masters of large 
~ vessels to prevent collisions in 
th^e congested areas, and are 
of an advisory nature. The new 
charts that will carry markings 
of the traffic lanes will also 
bear the statement;"All vessels 
entering or leaving Chesapeake 
Bay entrance should leave all 
fairway buoys on their port 
hand."

Bruce G. Murphy placed third 
by only about lOQ votes. The 
fourth candidate, Rhae W. Ad- 
ams, ran far behind. 

Guy and Middleton wiU face 
Republicans Walter Schwegler 
and Robert Furniss, Jr. in the 
November General Election. 

In the statewide races Wil- 
liam Battle barely carriedVir-! 
ginia Beach by about 30 votes 
over Norfolk State Sen. Henry 
Howell,' Jr. Lt. Gov. Fred G. 
Pollard ran a poor ttiird. Un- 
official tallies gave Battle, 5, 
355; Howell, 5,325; and Pollard, 
3,728. 

Richmond State Sen.Sargeant 
Reynolds, in the race for Lt. 
Governor, was the top vote- 
getter in Virginia Beach, polling 
7,926 votes. Chatham State 
Senator W. Carrington Thomp- 
son was second with 1,873. He 
narrowly edged out' Herman 
"Hardtimes" Hunt, who had 1, 
849. Moses Riddick ran last 
with 1,323. 

For the Attorney General 
nomination Norfolk Del. Ber- 
nard Levin placed first with 
3,901. Second was Del. Guy 
Farley with 3,676. Third was 
Andrew Miller with 2,497. C.F. 
"Flip " Hicks came in last 
with 2,117. 

In the House of Delegates 
race Guy polled 6,269. Mid- 
dleton had 6,195. Murphy poUed

SUN SURVEY readers were 
overwhelmingly in favor of 
runoff elections in the Demo- 
cratic primary. But most of 
the replies did not come in 
until election day and the day 
after.

About Etheridge ^ 

A few days before the Dem- Etheridge was assessed for the

a ticket under the United ban- 
ner, which two years ago elected . 
Middleton, State Sen. Edward 
T. Caton III, City Treas., V.A. 
"Jack" Etheridge and Com- 
monwealth's Attorney, Andre 
Evans. 

Etheridge was credited with 
putting together the Adams - 
Middleton ticket, and the blame 
for Middleton's narrow victory 
and Adams' defeat was also 
given-to-him. 

Etheridge, in the last few 
days before the primary, re- 
ceived adverse statewide pub- 
licijty concerning payment or 
non-payment of real estate 
taxes on his summer home at 
Fals^ Cape which burned re- 
cently. Another story charged 
that Etheridge had been vio- 
lating the law by purchasing 
tax delhiquent lands. Earlier 
in the campaign Howell hit at 
Etheridge for the same thing 
and questioned his involvement 
in other real estate deals. 

The Etheridge forces had ex- 
pected an easy vdUi for both 
Middleton and Adams, and many 
expressed surprise over the 
closeness of the vote and the 
relatively poor showing of Ad- 
ams. 

Because of a clerical error 
at the new central tabulation 

center at City hall. Murphy 
was first declared the winner 
over Middleton. But it was later 
learned that the figures for two 
candidates had been reversed 
on the election tally board which 



reversed the decision in Mid- 
dleton's favor. 

Murphy said he was pleased 
with his showing in his first 
venture in politics and offered 
his support to the party nom- 
inees. Adams went to Guy cam- 
paign headquarters and offered 
his support to Guy, when the 
results were known. 



Talk of unusual splitting of 
votes in the House of Delegates 
race failed to materialize. In 
precincts where Middleton ran 
strong, his running mate, Ad- 
ams, also ran strong, although 
always getting a few less votes.

Etheridge claimed he did not 
consider the $900 assessment 
on the old station too low since 
he had purchased it for $1,250 
and moved it to his property.

Although he asked an explan- 
ation of the City Treasurer, 
Etheridge again called the 
charge "an U-th hour attack 
for political purposes." He said 
he said he had never purchased 
any property sold at a tax 
sale. 

Investigation by reliable 
sources, however, revealed that 
Etheridge had been a director 
of the P.A.C. Corp. along with 
his deputy C.E. Upton and at- 
torney L. Charles Burlage.

The Virginia Beach School 
Board came close to breaking 
even on the 1968-69 budget 
of $19,132,000. They wound up 
the fiscal year June 30 with a 
surplus of only $3,500.

E. E. Brickell. deputy clerk. 

The School Board formally 
accepted the deed to a 40-acre 
school site on North Landing 



Road which was given to the 
School Administration several 
months ago by Beach Interstate 
Associates. The School Board 
plans to use the site for the 
vocational -technical high school 
when it is built and for an 
elementary school some time in 
the future. 

Miss Louise Luxford, dir- 
ector of instructional personnel, 
reported that all vacancies have 
been filled except for two spec- 
ialized positions for which there 
are no applicants. One is for 
a psychologist and another is 
for a teacher for trainable re- 
tarded children. 

Mrs. Reva Kelberg, a board 
member, was reappointed to be 
the City's representative to the 
Hampton Roads educational tel- 



evision network. 

The board adjourned to enjoy 
a party given in honor of Mrs. 
Emma Hairston who retired 
June 30 after 37 years in the 
Virginia Beach and Princess 
Anne County school system.

been. 

Council denied all efforts by 
residents of the area to have 
th^ entrance property rezoned 
from commercial to resident- 
ial and at the same time re- 
jected a complicated compro- 
mise plan drawn by Planning 
DirecW Patrick Standing and 
his staff and accepted for re- 
commendation by the City 
Planning Commission. 

But what the future holds 
is still not known. Civic league 
officers met WUfly with their 
attorney tonis Fine irtimedl- 
ately after the Council decision 
was announced.

It also required the 
opening of a new entrance street 
and a property exchange.

This is accomplished 
by obtaining a bicycle license 
from the city treasurer's office 
for the fee of one dollar. This 
fee will provide the owner with 
a decal license to be attached 
to the bicycle, and provides 
official registration of the bi- 
cycle's make, color and serial 
number to assist in locating the 
proper owner in the event the 
bicycle is ever lost or stolen, 

A second step in the enforce- 
ment program requires shops in 
the city handling the purchase 
and/or sale of second hand 
bicycles to file weekly reports 
of such transactions with the

of such transactions to assist 
in the tracing of stolen bicycles.

The people of Virginia Beach 
did not turn out In large enough 
numbers on election day, but 
those who did made their choice 
known quite clearly. 

Their choice of newcomer 
Richard Guy to head the Dem- 



ocratic slate for the House 
of Delegates is particularly 
pleasing, since Ckiy maintained 
a complete Independence from 
any political faction In the city. 
He conducted an effective and 
clean campaign, which netted 
him the nfiost votes of the four 
candidates. Now it is up to the 
voters to elect him in Novem- 
ber in the same spirit. 
, Incumbent B. R. "Bev*' Mid- 
dleton also was nominated, how- 
ever narrowly over the other 
newcomer independent, Bruce 
Murphy. He also has our sup- 
port for election in November 
as a nominee of the Democratic 
Party. 

It is particularly significant, 
however, that the highly Organ- 
ized precinct work and tremen- 
dous amount of tnoney spent 
was not enough to elect Rhae 
Adams and almost not enough 
to squeak MIddleton through^ 
Perhaps it could be becoming 
evident that the voters are tir- 
ing of factionalism ond machine 
politics in favor of independent 
thinking. 

Murphy is also to be commend- 
ed on his splendid showing in 
his first political race. 

In the gubernatorial race the 
narrow victory of William Bat- 
tle over Henry Howell was sur- 
prising, but could have been 
♦ .caused in part by those who 
supported Battle here. Howell 
is certainly a formidable can- 
didate, as has now been clearly 
shown, and the Battle— Howell 
campaign of the next five weeks 
may well tell the story of the 
November election. 

The overwhelming choice of 
Sargeant Reynolds in the Lt. 



Governor's race was not par- 
ticularly surprising In view of 
the young State Senator's in- 
dependence of other candidates, 
coupled with the new-found in- 
dependence of Virginia ^each 
voters. 

The Bernard Levin win in 
the Attorney General race was 
probably a giant "thank you" 
from Virginia Beach for his 
help in getting liquor-by-the- 
drink. But regardless of how 
it came about he was not 
successful statewide, although 
his opponent, Andrew Miller, 
who supposedly enjoyed wide 
support in Virginia Beach, Is 
in th6 runoff. 

Mjller received tacit support 
from the Battle folks here and 
ran third In a four-way race. 

The trends in this election 
seem clear. Voters are feeling 
more and more independent- 
minded, and they no longer like 
big politics. This should be a 
serious lesson for elections to 
come.

I Round Two Coming Up I 



Round one is over. It was known as the 
Democratic Primary. Round two comes up on 
Aug. 19. It is known as the Democratic pri- 
mary runoff. 

As predicted there will be runoff contests 
for the gubernatorial and Attorney General 
nominations. This was almost a certainty from 
the very beginning, especially in the four-way 
Attorney General race. 

But WUllam Battle almost pulled it off. 
He kept up his confident approach to campaign- 
ing right to the end, saying he could win it 
without a runoff. The voters proved him wrong 
And now Mr. Battle is rightfully worried. 

Norfolk State Sen. Henry Howell, enigma 
that he is in politics, managed to poll almost 
as many votes as Battle, forcing the runoff. 
Lt. Gov. Fred Pollard was a disappointing 
third. 

Howell proved his strength does not lie in 
Tidewater alone, with any one race, with any 
income group or with any type of employee, 
^e proved that his stamina stood him in 
excellent stead across Virginia. He proved 
that lots of little people in the Old Dominion 
want to keep the big boys honest, like he 
does. He proved to be a most formidable 
opponent, much to the shock of some political 
analysts who are stil scratching their heads 
in disbelief. 

Many believe Howell, perhaps with a few 
Republicans to help out, can beat Battle in 
the runoff. Then many also believe he can beat 
Linwood Helton in the fall regardless of the 
way Virginia usually votes. Many loc^to Howell 
as the redeemer of the natioial Democratic 
Party in Virginia. For those skeptics who say 
it can't ha^ien, please see Howell's statewide 
tally in the primary. No predictions are being 
made here. iMsi ttdnking out loud. 

Of course it is more likely that Howell is 

similar to the quarter-horse in a half-mile 

• race. He comes wi extremely strong in that 

first-quarter, but drops back into oblivion 

in the secoml quarter. 

^ To carry the horse race analogy a little 
furttier, the odds are good on Mr. Battle 
right now, Ih^ a lot could dq)axi <» tt« next 
five weeks of campaigning. 



Whether the general public can stand the 
frantic pace set by Howell that long and the 
matter-of-fact pace set by Battle at all in the 
all-important run for all the marbles is doubt- 
ful. 

Probably both will adopt a little of the other's 
strategy in the weeks to come. Battle must 
get a bit more forceful and HoweU must calm 
down a bit. 

Sargeant Reynolds is home free without a 
runoff for the Lt. Governor's nomination, and 
he is wisely staying out of the runoff entirely 
He doesn't have to get in. He can just relax 
and wait. 

Not so in the race for the Attorney General 
nominiation. Taking sides may be the only 
way out. And if it comes to that. Battle has 
an edge. It is doubtful that Guy Farley could 
go from Pollard to Howell, op from right to 
left as it were. The trip wouldn't be as far 
for Andrew Miller, but he has ridden the 
middle-of-the-road well so far, as has Battle. 

If both can avoid side-taking and run on 
their own merits, they must find some issues 
to campaign on. The issues were lacking in 
the primary. No one is willing to predict this 
one either, particularly since Farley did so 
well, and his running mates did so poorly. 

Pollard, who proved the people don't give 
a hang about experience in state government 
and that they could care less about seeing 
his half-hour TV program blitz, becomes an 
anachronism. He came along at the wrong 
time. At any time in Virginia history he would 
have been a slwo-ln to the Governor's clair. 
But this is fte age of independence and time 
to call for a diange, ri^t or not. Mr. Pollard 
is a victim of circumstances. His leadership 
in state government will be sorely missed. 

Let us remember that rouwl number two 
is still only pat of the preliminary. Round 
three is the main event. And KO in the fall 
election means a shakeup in Richmond the 
likes of iiliicb laven't been seen in this 
century. Round two is important and Demo- 
crats across Virginia had best get tt^ether 
ifl that one, os round Qiree may be a bk)ody 
mess.

The three most significant forms of government in ex^tence 
on this earth for the past 100 years have been nazism or facism, 
communism and the republican form of government or repre- 
sentative democracy. 

Facism and nazism are essentially the same form of gover- 
nment. Although state ownership of all real property and means 
of production was not a part of the program, which ratiier fav- 
ored an alliance with private enterprise to foster the capital- 
istic order, yet the state reserved the right to intervene where- 
ver it decided private initiative was proving incapable, or when 
political interests were at stake. 

Communism is a system of government which pays lip service 
to democracy and parliamentary procedures, but In^ fSict is 
against both. 

A republic such 'as America belongs to and exists for the 
benefit of the people. 

The Interesting fact about these three forms of government 
Is how each blends into the other In a continuous circle, b 
order to understand the above statement, picture a circle 
which is divided into three pie-shaped equal portions. In one 
section insert the words "representative democracy"; trav- 
elling in a clockwise direction, insert the word "communism" 
in the next section, and continuing in the same clockwise dir- 
ection, Insert the word "facism" in the last section. Having 
drawn the circle, as you look at the section marked "repre- 
sentative democracy" which section for the purpose of this 
illustration should be on the Ixsttoro of the circle nearest you, 
then the section marked "communism" should be to .the left 
of the "representative democracy" section, and the section 
marked "facism" should be to the right of the "represoitative 
democracy" section.

Camp Provides ^Painless^ Education

One group practiced the back 
stroke In the pool while two 
other groups counted bugs and 
painted. 

If you think the scene is some 
far off summer camp, you're 
wrong. It's right here in Vir- 
ginia Beach and some 1,600 
children will participate in the 
free camping program before 
the summer is over. 

Eormally labeled the Tri- 
OuTdoor Education Program, 
the camp is a pilot program 
jointly sponsored by the School 
Administration and the Parks 
and Recreation Department to 
introduce fourth and fifth gra- 
ders to nature. One of the main 



purposes of the camp i§ to 
teach the children water safety. 

The site of the program is 
the now defunct Playland Park 
on Salem Road near Kempsville 
which te being sub-leased by 
the City for $150 a week. It 
includes a swimming pool, sev- 
eral shelters and one building 
which is used for rainy-day 
activities. 

Children attend three-hours 
a day for one week. There are 
two sessions a day. Children are 
scheduled according to the 
school they attend, and trans- 
portation is provided by school 
buses. Every fourth grader In 
the city was given the oppor- 
tunity to enroll. When enroll- 
ments did not meet the max-

Invited. The camp, which will 
be operated 10 weeks, is aver- 
aging about 160 children a week. 

In the three-hour sessions the 
children each day have swimm- 
ing, nature and science and arts 
and crafts. 

"We think they learn more 
ftom being out of the formal 
atmosphere of classes," comm- 
ented Jim Spencer of the Parks 
and Recreation Department. 
"They're learning through their 
senses." 

That is a brief summation 
of the stated objectives of the 
camp which are: To enrich, 
vitalize and complement the 
content areas of the school 
curriculum by first hand obser- 
vation and participation. Out- 
door teaching is an attempt to 
improve instruction.,.We need 
to do a better job of teaching 
youngsters to observe by look- 
ing, smelling, listening and 
touching. Direct experience 
learning needs to be added to 
our curriculum to improve 
upon the artificial atmosphere. 



Water safety and swimming 
is especially Important since 
many of the children were not 
tau^t swimming last winter 
in the fourth grade prt^ram* 
Although fourth gibers are us- 
ually bussed into Norfolk for 
swimming classes, the YMCA 
pool was closed part of last 
winter for repairs and the sch- 
edule was crowded the rest of 
the time. 

"Whether there is advance- 
ment in learning to swim is 
questionable," said Spencer, 
"but they learn pool etiquette, 
get their faces wet, learn basic 
safety. Some do learn to swim, 
but five hours is a short time. 
We'd like to extend it to two 
weeks so they would become self 
sufficient in swimming." 

Swimmers are divided into 
beginners, advanced beginners 
and intermediate. The ratio of 
children to instructors is ten 
to one. "We stress things that 
are an advantage to them in 
water such as safety and sur- 
vival. Those that don't learn to 
swim learn to float. It's strictly 
instruction. There's no free 



swim. • 

On stormy days (unless there 
is lightning the children swim 
in the rain) swimming classes 
move into the activity builcUng 
for movies on boating and water 
safety. 

In the nature classes the 
children pursue wildlife wWle 
armed with homemade nets 
made from nylon hose and wire, 
sticks, etc. They compete for 
points in the number of speci- 
men they collect. Receiving 
points are mushrooms, leaves, 
insects, wildflowers, ferns and 
mosses. The children receive 
instruction then take hikes on 
the several trails in the area.- 
Later they compare collections. 

"The girls even learn to pick 
up bugs and frogs without flinch- 
ing," said Spencer. 

The children learn to repro- 
duce what they see around them 
by using a number of art media 
such as crayons, charcoal, 
paints, India ink and water

Smoke signals are rising from 
coast to coast, and Dad— the 
same fellow who can't boil wa- 
ter lndoors--is presiding over 
the grill in his Chef's hat and 
superior look. 



The only safe way^to burn 
briquettes indoors is to make 
sure the room or tent is well- 
ventilated. A hibachi or bar- 
becue stove should be placed 
in an outward draft near an 
open window or door. If you 
build a charcaol fire in a fire- 
-place, you should keepthedam- 
per wide open to encourage a 
free-flowing upward draft. 

Beware particularly of cook- 
outs disrupted by summer rain- 
storms. The natural, dangerous 
reaction is to reconvene the 
barbecue inside in a room whose 
windows are shut against the 
rain. But there are only two 
safe courses—let in a bit of 
rain along with life-saving air 
or shift your cooking to the kit-

"It's based on nature andbe- 
coming aware of what they see," 
said Welton Williams, the in- 
structor.

(«« of 28 centers In Qie area, 
presently serviiig about 760 
ebUdren; tills barely scratcbes 
tbe surfttce of the tiKNoaods 
of dmdrm wbo would be eligible 
for tbe program If tbere were 
room« Tbe centers are part of 
tbe Soutiieastern Tidewater Op- 
portunity Project (STOP). The 
school-readiness program of 
the centers reach (^U^en from 
three years of age until they 
reach me first grade in pid>Uc 
schools. 

The Pre-Headstart program 
was begun when it was found 
out that the six to eight week 
summer Headstart program 
could not reach as far as was 
needed— the children were un- 
able to absorb the skills nec- 
essary for starting to school in 
such a short time. Some of tiie 
problems encountered were the 
inability to communicate out- 
side of immediate surround- 
ings, ill health caused by an 
inadequate diet and even the 
inability to use indoor sanitary 
facilities. 

The Pre-Headstart program 
has a two-fold purpose: to get 
the child out of a deprived 
condition and get him where 
he can learn, and to free the 
mother of the family so that 
she mig^t get a job and help 
upgrade the family income. (In 
order for a child to attend Qie 
center his family must be at 
or under the poverty level set 
by the government. For a fam- 
ily of four, for example, the 
family income poverty level is 
set at $3500.) 

The government provides 
funds for 80% of the program. 
The remaining 20% Is provided 
by manhours, certain supplies 
and professional services that 
are donated to the program. 
Some of tiie funds have t>een 
cut" from the program since 
its beginning. At first many of 
the supplies were generously 
supplied for the centers. This 
is no longer the case. Mrs. von 
Wallmenich feels that this de- 
velopment is not all bad, howev- 
er, because the community is 
having to assume responsibil- 
ities for the program. As she 
says, "Help and commitment 
jump with need." 

Parents of children in the 
center dften raise money for 
supplies tmd equipment such as 
outdoor playground equipment, 
'fhey have managed to raise 
money by projects such as bake 
salei^, king and queen contests, 
etc, Mrs. von Wallmenich de- 
&cril)es tiie concept of the cen- 
ter as "a total family thing. . . 
S'he parents have a meeting once 
h month, thus the center be- 
hnmes a learning situation for 



th«n...it's an ezceUrat me- 
thod of communieatloii." 

Part of the eonturt' eootract 
for govenunmt siqpfnrt pro- 
vides ttiat ttie colter mo^ have 
volunteers or else dose. Hie 
Center at St. Aldan's uses two 
volunteers a day, (^flng fwir 
hours each, plus dw r«|pilar 
staff composed of Mrs. Bea- 
trice Ha^es, head taacher; 
Miss Kerry Mooney, assistant 
teacher; and Miss Ludnda 
Jacks(», dietician. (Mrs. Hay- 
nes and Miss Jackson bavebeen 
witii the center since it (4)ened.) 
Also part of the stalf now is 
Mrs. Ida Harrison, bus driver. 

During tbe summer taoafhs 
the center uses teenage vol- 
unteers, from 14 00. "Tliese 
volunteers," says Mrs. von Wa- 
Umoiicb, "have worked out 
very, very well." Her oMest 
son has worked there this sum- 
mer aii^ a volunteer. 

Although tiie volunteers and 
staff sound adequate for the 
20 children in the school, Mrs. 
von Wallmenich says, "It's 
scarcely enough for the indi- 
vidual attention required by the 
children." They have an ex- 
treme shortage of volunteers 
during the winter months. Mrs. 
von Wallmenich says tills is 
due primarily to lack of know- 
ledge of the program and the 
extreme requirements placed 
on tiie individual volunteer. "It 
takes great dedication l)ecause 
so many youngsters are real 
problems... it takes 'grit' to 
stay... you have to l)e able 
to get outside yourself ...some 
stay, some can't." 

In addition to the shortage 
of volunteers, the center at 
St. Aldan's runs short of sup- 
plies such as sheets for cdts 
and crayons. Different groups 
and organizations have l)een 
responsible in tbe past for keep- 
ing the center supplied wlQi such 
equipment, but there is never 
enou^ 

Childroi attending ttie center 
at St. Aldan's come from 
Kempsville to ttie Beach Bor- 
ough. Some of the areas are 
so isolated that the church pur- 
chased a bus to transport them. 
Recoitly finances were so low 
that the church coukl not afford 
to maintain tiie bus. It costs 
$250 a montti for servicUig, 
gas and a driver for the bus— 
the church was running $50 a 
month in the red. The Cater 
an)ealed to the community, 
however, and several area 
churches came to their aid. 
They now have enough money 
to run tiie bus for three or 
four more months. Mrs. von 
Wallmenich says something 
else Is bound to turn up then. 



As a community project Mrs. 
von Wallmenich saystiieCenter 
could be run at a cost of $24, 
000 to $26,000 a year for 40 
children. In addition to tiie 
sclMol readiness' program tiie 
Center would provide two hot 
meals a day for the children 
and medical and dental care. 

The concept of the commun- 
ity-run cotter is, in Mrs. von 
Wallmoiich's estimation, a 
workable dream. "The Center 
has <^ned up many people's 
eyes, my own included, to the 
fact tiiat tiie world is not en- 
compassed by your immediate 
surroundings... you become 
part of something larger tiian 
yours elfi . .and, when you've 
broken tiirough to a child, it's 
really quite a gift."

(Editor's note: Here is an- 
other in the series on home 
horticulture by Wesley P. Jud- 
kins. Extension horticulturist 
at Virginia Tech.) 

The beet is a very useful 
vegetable. It is easy to grow 
in spring, summer or fall, and 
can be used in the menu in 
many different ways. 

Some of the early, short sea- 
son beets will mature in 60 
days or less. They may still 
be planted anytime during July 
or earlv August and produce 
a crop of fine edible roots be- 
fore growth is stopped by cold 
weather. Being a half hardy 
vegetable, they will tolerate 
light frosts without being killed. 

' The exact location or origin 
of the beet seems to be un- 
known. Wild forms occur 
throughout southern Europe and 
northern Africa in the regions 
around the Mediterranean Sea. 
Historical records indicate that 
it was cultivated not more than 
two or three centuries B.C. 

For many years, until rela- 
tively modern times, the prin- 
cipal use of beets was as a 
potherb or green, because the 
root was relatively small and 
slender. Plant breeders have 
now developed many fine va- 
rieties with large dark red 
roots of excellent quality. 

Beets may be used in many 
different ways in the menu. Tbe 
most common method of pre- 
paration is by boiling or steam 
pressure cooking. The beets 
should not be peeled or sliced 
before cooking because this in- 
creases the loss of red color. 
The cooked product may be 
served hot or cold, or pickled. 

Beet tops are commonly used 
as greens. They may be used 
in this way until the small root 
becomes about a half inch in 
diameter. 

Beets may be used in sev- 
eral other ways which may be 
less well known to the average 
homemaker. Sliced or cubed 
beets may be added to tossed 
salad, or molded in gelatin. 
Cold beet slices may be used 
as sweet or sour hors d'oeu- 
vers. Beets may also be added 
to vegetable soup, or they may 
be baked or fried. 

A colorful and unusual dish 
may be prepared firom shredded 
fresh beets mixed with parme- 
san cheese, cottage cheese, or 
sour cream. 



you may want to try the white 
^ yellow beets. 

Plant beets now for a fall 
crop. Sow the seeds somewhat 
thinly in a three inch wide 
band. You may thin out the young 
plants for use as greens amd 
allow the remainder to mature. 
The roots which develop during 
cool moist weather in the fan 
will remain succulent and sweet 
longer than those which mature 
during hot weather in mid- 
summer. 

Plan Ahead 
With Flowers 

It takes no great genius to 
make a nice flower arrange- 
ment, but it does require care 
and thought. ««#« 




So believes Miss Katherine 
Habel, Extension home furnish- 
ings specialist at Virginia Tech, 
who adds that flowers cannot 
be jammed carelessly into a 
vase if they are to show off 
to best advantage. 

Choose the right place in 
your home for your flower ar- 
rangement, ^e urges. Perhaps 
this will be the dining room 
table, or the mantle or a book- 
shelf. 

The dining room table ar- 
rangement requires one not too 
tall* and that may be viewed 
from any angle. The mantle 
and bookcase require arrange- 
ments that fit into the arrange- 
ment of accessories and that 
are seen from the front, with 
a wall for a background. For 
a flower show the arrangement 
must conform to the specific 
requirements for the show. 

Knowing where you will use 
flowers will help you in selec- 
ting the right colors, the right 
kinds and the right amount, 
said Miss Habel. 

But, too many bouquets will 
make your rooms look like the 
horticultural hall at the county 
fair, she warns. "The garden 
does not always suRily the spe- 
cial kind of flowers we like to 
have and friends sometimes 
present us withtheir own choice 
of flowers. In such cases we 
must decide where the flowers 
will appear to best advantage."

There were some 3,800 per- 
sons at Redwing Park between 
8 a.m. and 9 p.m.

In general, beets are quite 
low in calories and contribute 
a useful amount of vitamins and 
minerals to the diet. Beet 
greens are high in Vitamin A 
and iron. 

Many fine varieties of beets 
are now available. Early Won- 
der matures in about 60 days, 
and Detroit Dark Red in about 
70. These are among the most 
common and dependable. Seeds 
are available from most garden 
centers and seed supply sour- 
ces. 

The Long Sea/son or Winter 
Keeper takes about 80 days to 
mature. As the name suggests 
it will keep for many months 
in a cool basement storage. 
This beet is large, and has a 
rough appearance, but it re- 
mains very tender and sweet 
even when full grown and in 
storage.

Virginia Beach continues to 
grow rapidly, in some cases 
even exceeding original esti- 
mates. The population of the city 
is now estimated at between 
170,000 and 180,000. Based on 
past performance that rapid 
growth is almost certain to 
continue. 

The problem is that new pop- 
ulation means new residential 
construction and new services 
to fill the needs of the new 
population. And that costs 
money. 

One of the most pressing 
needs of the immediate future 
will be the new schools. School 
Board and city officials have 
recognized the problems to be 
faced, but so far nothing con- 
crete has been done about it 
and many city officials do not 
seem to agree on what should 
be done, while some members 
of City Council admit they do 
not know exactly what is being 
done. 

The need for new schools 
has been pointed out in figures 
supplied recently by Richmond's 
Federal Reserve Bank which 
show Virginia Beach paced all 
other Virginia cities in con- 
struction during June of this 
year. And the total permits iss- 
ued did not set any new city 
record. 

The only cities that exceeded

A delegation from the State 
Department of Education in 
Richmond was in Virginia Beach 
Monday and Tuesday of this 
week to help city school off- 
icials prepare a complete study 
of building needs through 1975. 
Several Councilmen who were 
contacted did not know the four- 
man team was here, nor did 
some city officials. 

School Supt. E. E. Brickell 
and the School Board asked 
for the help of the state and also 
for the comprehensive report. 
When it is completed it will 
be utilized by the School Board's 
new director of school plant 
planning, J. Warren Littleton. 
His position was created re- 
cently because of the pressing 
needs. 

The report is expected to be 
completed this tall, and no pre- 
liminary estimates of the num- 
ber of schools that will be 
needed is available. 

The city is attempting to 
avoid being cau^t short as it 
was in January 1968, when a 
massive $14.5 million bond 
issue was needed for financing 
sorely needed schools immed- 
iately. At that Ume it was felt 
that new schools should have 
been built sooner. 

There Is little doubt that 
whatever new construction is 
recommemled cannot be accom- 
plished without another large 
bond issue, but perhaps not as 
large as the 1968 one. 

This is complicated by 1970

being a City Council election 
year. It is almost a certainty 
that there will be no bond issue 
prior to that June election, and 
Council will obviously be try- 
ing to toe the budgetary mark 
next spring, as it was this year, 
to keep taxes from rising too 
much. 

The bond issue then will most 
likely come in the fall of 1970, 
with a subsequent taxrisebeing 
felt the following year. 

Vice Mayor Robert Cromwell 
says it may be necessary for 
Council to appl^ the brakes to 
so much apartment construction 
in the city until there is time 
to catch up. Many of his coll- 
eagues do not agree and feel 
it would be disastrous to att- 
empt to control growth. 

Cromwell cast a lone dis- 
senting vote on a zoning permit 
for 300 apartments in the Green 
Run Planned Unit Development 
at the last Council meeting, 
although Council has been fully 
aware of Green Run's plans 
there for two years. 

Cromwell's vote was based 
on information from the School 
Board that existing schools, 
elementary and secondary, 
which serve the area could not 
accommodate the students to be 
generated. 

Green run has offered the 
city school sites in the com- 
plex at a low price of $3,500 
an acre, but the city has not 
purchased the land. 

School officials say there is 



no immediate plan to serve 
that area and that there are 
no funds to build new schools 
there anyway. They add that 
split shifts and changing of 
school districts might be a 
temporary answer. 

They hope that by the time 
the apartments are completed 
they will be in a position to 
build needed schools. 

The school problem is far 
from settled and is likely to 
get worse. There is growing 
interest in the impending bond 
issue, and city officials feel 
the entire matter must be wat- 
ched closely within the next 
few months to make their plans. 

Schools are not the only area 
in which there is a lag. Sewer 
and water projects are being 
approved at a rapid rate in the 
city. The city even doubled its 
non- referendum bonded indebt- 
edness last year to meet these 
needs. But additional areas are 
requesting the services rapidly, 
and the services are required 
in new subdivisions and apart- 
ment developments. 

In addition I'ecreational needs 
are suffering because of lack 
of funds and other priorities. 

Redwing Park, the city's only 
major developed park, is grea- 
tly overcrowded on weekends. 
Almost every weekend, emer- 
gency septic tank service has 
to be called l>ecause of the 
crowds. The city has Green 
Run Farm and other undevel- 
oped parks, but nothing is being 



done at present to develq) them. 

The old Jewish Community 
Center property off Salem Road 
is currently being rented bytte 
city at $150 a we^ because it 
has a pool and developed rec-^ 
reatiomil facilities, yet the city 
is not in a position to purdtase 
the 110 acres for $2,000 an 
acre as offered. 

City Manager Roger Scott 
says he cannot justify the ex- 
penditure of $240,000 for rec- 
reational needs in that area of 
the city when there are press- 
ing needs elsewhere. Recrea- 
tional land in the highly popu- 
lated areas are almost unavail- 
able. 

Roads and streets in the city, 
notably in the densely popu- 
lated areas, are also in demand. 
Funds are still lacking for 
Rosemont Road, Lynnhaven 
Road, Great Neck Road, Firsi 
Colonial Road, Holland Road 
and others. New ptiblic works 
projects are demanded by each 
hew residential development 
also. 

Virginia Beach has enjoyed 
a low tax rate for most of its 
young life, but that is bound 
to change, as needs are met. 

Scott says he sees no great 
change in e}q)ansion of the city's 
tax base in the coming years. 
He says all that can be done 
is keeping a tight rein on spen- 
ding, while some necessary 
projects must suffer.

Narrow Miss Saves Residents 



Residents of the 400 block 
of Garcia Drive in Oceana es- 
caped injury Friday afternoon 
when a Navy pilot crash landed 
his crippled F8 Crusader jet 
into woods less than 100 feet 
behind their occupied homes. 

The pilot, identified by Navy 
officials as Lt. David Wads- 
worth, from all indications 
stayed with his plane until the 
last possible moment to avoid 
hitting any homes in the area 
then ejected from the jet. In- 
vestigators and residents said 
this was borne out by Wads- 
worth being found some 10 feet 
from the wreckage of his plane. 

Describing the crash, Mrs. 
Thompson said, "We saw the 
plane hit that big oak tree back 
there, but we never saw the 
man come out. Then we saw 
the fire and I grabbed my son 
and we ran across the street". 
tooJf. knives and cut him loose 
so toe fire wouldn't get him". 

Despite their efforts to save 



him Wadsworto died about two 
and a half hours later at Ports- 
mouth Naval Hospital from his 
injuries. 

When the plane came down 
Gablinske's wife "Mi&key"was 
next door in the yard of Mrs, 
Margaret Thompson helping her 
scale fish on a picnic table. 
Mrs. Thompson's year-and-a- 
half old son, William, Jr., was 
wito her at the time. 

Oscar Gablinske, behind 
whose home the plane crashed, 
said he was asleep at the time 
and was awakened by his wife 
yelling that "a plane hit and 
is on fire". Gablinske said he 
grabbed a hose and ran into 
the woods. "1 saw the pilot 
on the grouiMl," Gablinske con- 
tinued, "still attached to his 
'chute wito fire all around him. 
Two of my neighbors and I 



Within miitutes fire fighting 
and rescue units from Virginia 
Beach and Oceana N.A.S. were 
at the scene of the crash, along 
with members of the Virginia 
Beach police department and 
the U.S. Navy Shore Patrol. 

Despite the intensity of toe 
fire, which sent a huge cloud 
of smoke billowing into toe 
sky, the fire was contained to 
the woods in which the plane 
crashed. 

Navy officials said Wads- 
worth, 25, who lived with his 
wife Paulette in the 8700 block 
of Atlantic Avenue, was on an 
air intercept training mission 
when his plane developed engine 
trouble. He was attempting to 
return to Oceana when his jet 
went down at>out two and a half 
miles short of the runway. 



Theater 
Regains 

Film 

Fedwai Judge Robert H. 
Mehrige, Jr., has ordered toe 
film "I Am Curious (Yellow)" 
be returned to toe Star Twin 
Indoor Theater. Mehrige issued 
the ruling during a Wednesday 
hearing in Norfolk's U. S. Dis- 
trict Court resulting from a 
constitutionality challenge of 
Virginia obscaiity laws. 

The challenge of toe State 
statute was contained in a suit 
filed by attorney Stanley E. 
Sacks on behalf of toe toeater 
owner Kenneto Andrews and 
manager Calvin Gray, and dis- 
tributors of toe film. Grove 
Press, inc., of New York. 

Virginia Beach police sfeized 
the film, on grounds that por- 
tions of it were obscene, fol- 
lowing the final showing of toe 
movie at toe Star Theater on 
the night of June 24, and char- 
ged Andrews and Gray wito 
violation of Virginia obscenity 
laws. 

The case has already under- 
gone two continuances in Vir- 
ginia Beach Municipal Court, 
during which defense motions 
to have the film returned to 
the theater pending final out- 
come of legal proceedings were 
denied. Another hearing on the 
charges is scheduled for Aug. 
15. 

Indications are that Judge 
Mehrige based his decision on 
a similar case in Richmond 
during which a ruling was made 
that a film could not be seized 
without a prior "adversary" 
hearing to determine whether 
or not toe film was in fact 
obscene.

*Earthy' Issues Face Council 



After taking toe day off last 
Monday because of toe moon 
activities. City Council meets 
in regular session this Monday 
at City Hall to discuss Issues 
tar more earthbound. 

The Informal meeting was 
cancelled last week when Pres- 
ident Nixon requested that Mon- 
day be a day of national par- 
ticipation. 

One of the major problems 
facing Council Monday will be 
a review of toe development of 
Rudee Inlet. Much confusion 
apparently surrounds toe or- 
derly development there. 

City Manager Roger Scott 
says he will present to Council 
the case of toe seven-boat pri- 
vate marina built on Lake Ru- 
dee when the permit they re- 
ceived only called for a single 
pier. 

The six persons who built 
the marina adinit toey received 
only one of the three permits 
required by law and that toe 
entire facility was built in a 
single weekend to avoid a court 
order making them cease build- 
ing. 

One of toe principals. Bill 
Meredith, said his group wanted 
the boat dock there and didn't 
want to go torough "a lot of red 
tape" to get it. Now toe matter 
may end in the courts. 

The three permits required 
to build a bulkhead or pier in 
the Rudee Inlet area must come 
from the city through the Dept. 
of Public Works, the Rudee 
Inlet Authority and the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers. Is- 
suance of those toree permits 
have been known to take some 
time. The present marina in 
question received only permis- 
sion from the city for a one- 
boat dock for Sam Archbell on 
property just west of the city's 
temporary marl:-.. 

Scott now says only City 
Council can clear the matter up. 



Council has been asked to con- 
sider similar matters before, 
as recently as May. The Ru- 
dee Inlet Autoority asked Coun- 
cil on May 19 to prohibit any 
further permits for dredgli^, 
bulkheading or piers in toe 
Rudee Inlet until completion of 
a land-use study thought to be 
underway by toe planning de- 
partment. 

City planning director Pa- 
trick Standing said no such 
study was underway. Scott toen 
asked the Autoority to review 
its request. The Authority did 
and said it still felt toe same 
way. 

But on June 25, after the ma- 
rina in question was already 
constructed, L. Dean Curtis, 
project director for toe Au- 
thority, wrote Scott that toere 
were no objections to permits 



' being issued under existing pro- 
cedures. 

There has been Increasing 
concern about toe orderly de- 
velopment of toe area and a- 
bout the unilormltyofbulkUewi- 
Ing and constructicm of piers 
to meet certain standards. 
There is also feeling that toe 
development of Rudee Inlet 
should be placed in toe bands 
of a city department. 

The new marina may also 
be in violation of zoning re- 
strictions, since Meredito's 
boat bears a charter advertise- 
ment. Standing says if toe boat 
owners are paying Archbell or 
if charters are l)eing operated 
from toere this would be true. 
Meredito says Archbell is not 
being paid. i

Within the next three weeks 
a hearing will be heldaconcern- 
ing the salary of Virginia Beach 
Commonwealth's Attorney An- 
dre Evans, who is seeking a 
raise. 

On June 2 the State Com- 
pensation Board set Evans' sal- 
ary at $16,500 annually. Evans 
says that figure is based on 
the number of people he serves 
in the city, but that the state 
has used the 1960 census as 
the basis. 

Because of this, Evans; says 
his salary is l)ased on a scale 
for cities having less than 100, 
000 people, and he believes it 
should be based on a higher 
scale for cities having lOu^OOO 
to 200,000 people. 

Figures gathered by the Vir- 
ginia Beach School Board last 
year show the city population 
at 168,244, while the University 
of Virginia Bureau of Popula- 
tion and Economic Research 
have set the population at 158, 
506. 



Evans says that the few dol- 
lars it would add to his salary 
and his budget is not as import- 
ant as recognition for Virginia 



Beach by the state as a major 
municipality. 

The 1970 census will be com- 
pleted in time for salaries of 
Evans and other Constitutional' 
officers to be increased on 
July 1, 1972. 

Evans appealed the state de- 
cision in Virginia Beach Circuit 
Court as required by law. With- 
in 30 days ofthatfilinga hearing 
must be held with the judge of 
Circuit Court and two others 
from other areas presiding. The 
two are selected by the Virginia 
Supreme Court of Appeals. 

No date had been set for 
the hearing, but senior Circuit 
C ourt Judge Robert Wahab asked 
the state high court to appoint 
all three judges since all three 
of the city's Circuit Court jud- 
ges felt it would be improper 
for them to preside at the 
hearing. 

Evans added that one of his 
major concerns is the budget 
for his assistants, which would 
also be determined in the rul- 
ing. He asked City Council ear- 
lier this year to aid his office 
and to raise his assis^ts' 
salaries unilaterally. Council 
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declined, telling Evans to seek 
relief from the Compensation 
Board. The city pays half of 
the amount authorized by the 
State, and the state pays the 
rest.

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Arrett Protested

The suit names five defendants 
in the case: Bonnie Be-Lo Mar- 
kets, Inc.; G. C, Castellow of 
Northampton Blvd., who is em- 
ployed by Be-Lo; Justice of 
the Peace James B. Loftin, Jr., 
who reportedly issued the war- 
rants; poUce officer James J. 
Sciortino, who according to the 
suit placed Mrs. Swain under 
arrest; and the City of Virginia 
Beach.

Ruling 

Circuit Court Judge Robert 
S. Wahab has again found action 
by the Board of Zoning Appeals 
"null and void" on a variance 
the Board granted to Edwin B. 
LindsleyJr. 

Wahab, who had made the 
same ruling in the same case 
earlier; said that the Board 
couM ohfy take actJbn on an 
appeal from a ruling of the 
city's zoning officer and could 
not hear or act on an original 
application for the variance. 

The variance had been gran- 
ted to Lindsley on property that 
had once been platted as a 
street, but closed. The street 
was Holly Road along ttie east- 
ern property line of Seashore 
State Park between 76th and 
89th Streets. 

The area is zoned residential 
duplex district 2; Lindsley bad 
sought to reduce the required 
75-foot street frontage and 
10,000 sq. ft. lot size of this 
zoning to a 50-foot street front- 
age and 7,500 sq. ft. lot size. 
This would permit construction 
of 48 duplexes rather than 36 
duplexes on the land. 

Both times the variance was 
granted to Lindsley, residents 
of North Virginia Beach app- 
ealed the decision to Circuit 
Court through their attorney, 
Grover C, Wright Jr. 

Lindsley's attorney, Frank 
E. Butler ni and Wright have 
argued the Board's jurisdiction 
both times the case has appear- 
ed before Circuit Court, and 
both times Wahab has ruled 
against the Board having the 
jurisdiction to grant the vari- 
ance.

Etheridge: Limelight 
Or Backstage Role? 



There are strong indications 
Virginia BeachCityTreas.V.A. 
"Jack" Etheridge will not serve 
in the same key role in the 
Democratic runoff primary in 
August as he did in the first 
primary. 

Etheridge was vice-chairman 
of the William Battle campaign 
and coordinator of all precinct 
work statewide. When the re- 
sults were in and Battle had 
scored a narrow victory over 
Henry Howell but not enough 
to be nominated by a majority. 
Battle praised Etheridge and 
said he^had played a major part 
in the victory. 

Almost immediately Howell 
began to pound at Etheridge 
concerning alleged non-pay- 
ment of back taxes in Virginia 
Beach and his involvement in 
certain real estate deals while 
City Treasurer. They were the 
same themes that Howell had 
hit the weektoeforetheprimary, 
and many political observers 
feel were highly successful, 
especially in Virginia Beach. 

Only one of the Etheridge- 
backed candidates for the House 
of Delegates was nominated, 
incumbent B. R. Middleton, who 
won by a scant 52 votes over 
newcomer Bruce Murphy. In- 
dependent Richard Guy led the 
ticket and Etheridge's other 
candidate, Rhae Adams, trailed 
in the four-man field. 

In addition Battle carried 
Virginia Beach only a few votes 
over Howell, while the city 
had been considered a safe har- 
bor for Battle for some time.". 
In addition the Etheridge- 
backed United candidates for 
the City Democratic committee 
&iled to make any significant 
gains and did not wresl control 
away from Administration for- 
ces, as hoped. 

Howell said he is appalled 
that Battle would let Etheridge 
stay on in the runoff in view 
of recent developments. Battle 
has made no comment on the 
matter, but speculation has it 
that Etheridge will be pushed 
into the t)ackground. . 

Etheridge says his role is 
up to Battle, but that his work 
is done now, another indication 
of the push to the background. 



Etheridge says he'll abide by 
Battle's wishes. 

In addition Etheridge has pro- 
mised to get all his records 
together and to "set ttie record 
straight". 

Howell accused Etheridge of 
using a liow-defunct real estate 
corporation to purchase tax de- 
linquent lands in Virginia 
Beach, which were later sold 
at a large profit. The law for- 
bids such actions by a City 
Treasurer, and the action would 
constitute conflict of interest. 

Etheridge denied his connec- 
tion with the company and said 
he is guilty of no wrongdoing. 

In the other matter that has 
tended to cloud Etheridge's fu- 
ture, the City Treasurer has 
paid his back taxes for four 
years on his beach home at 
False Cape which burned to the 
ground recently. 

He paid about $500 for the 
years 1966-1969, as required 
by law, although records indi- 
cated he has paid no taxes on 
the home since he purchased it 
in 1961. The law is only re- 
troactive for four years. 

Through an error the pro- 
perty bad never been assessed, 
but Etheridge claims he has 
paid taxes on two other parcels 
at False Csype, one of which 
^e finds now he did not own. 
He says the matter is still 
muddled and he doubts if it 
can ever be cleared up.

A rate of $8 a quarter, set 
by the State Corporation Com- 
mission for sewage collection 
by Aragona Utilities, has been 
tentatively accepted by lawyer 
for the firm, Joseph J. Lawler. 

Lawler agreed last Thursday 
to the rate until the Supreme 
Court makes a decision on a 
case before them involving 
Princess Anne Utilities. Both 
Princess Anne Utilities and 
Aragona Utilities had asked for 
an increase in rate. The SCC 
ruled in late June that $8 a 
quarter was appropriate for 
Princess Anne Utilities and the 
firm has appealed to jthe state 
Supreme Court. After a ruling 
has been made on Princess 
Anne Utilities the Aragona rate 
will be adjusted to conform to 
the rate set by the Court. 

Aragona Utilities had asked 
for a $12 increase In its quar- 
terly charge. This would have 
boosted the rate from $>10.50 
a quarter to $22.50. Princess 
Anne Utilities had asked first 
for an Increase from $12 to 
* $28.50, but then reduced the 
rate change request to $17.50. 

The rates charged by the 
firms are in addition to a Hamp- 
ton Roads Sanitation District 
residential charge of $4.57. The 
Sanitation District has assumed 
treatment of sewage from both 
Aragona Utilities and Princess 
Anne Utilities, 

A representative of the Ara- 
gona Village Civic League, Hol- 
land Winter, appeared as a wit- 
ness before the Commission and 
pointed out that even with the 
$8 rate the Aragona customers 
would be paying a 20% increase 
in charges when the Hampton 
Roads Sanitation District res- 
idential charge is added to the 
quarterly rate. Customers of 
Princess Anne Utilities will 
realize only a small Increase, 
tiowever. 

Winter a^ked that Aragona 
Utilities cdntinue their $10.50 
rate but absorb the treatment 
charge from Hampton Roads. 
He asked that this be done for 
a year and then the company's 
financial status be reviewed. 
The charge could then be ad- 
justed if necessary. 

Winter also suggested that 
since Aragona Utilities and 
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Princess Anne Utilities are both 
owned by John Aragona, the 
companies could merge, there- 
by effecting a saving for the con- 
sumer. 

Also at the Thursday meeting 
was John W. Riley of Richmond, 
who was representing the City 
f Virginia Beach, Riley had 
been retained by the City to 
fight both the Aragona and Prin- 
cess Anne rate Increase re- 
quests. He agreed to the $8 
a quarter rate, stating that the 
rate would serve the city's 
purposes.

Layne escaped 
from his jail cell by sawing 
through a bar In his cell door, 
then forced jailer Philip Water- 
field, at pistol point, to summon 
jailer Robie Evans to unlock a 
security door leading into the 
jailer's office. 

Layne then forced matron 
Bertha Taylor, also on duty In 
the jailer's office at the time, 
to join Waterfield and Evans 
and locked the trio behind the 
security door and fled into the 
darkness.

School Problems 



That time is rapidly approach- 
ing that no one wants to talk 
about. But it must be talked 
about now. Virginia Beach needs 
more schools built soon. Many 
are .^operating at capacity and 
beyond. City officials, including 
school officials, are quite wor- 
ried about it. Yet nothing is 
being done. 

City Council requires the 
planning department to seek out 
necessary school information 
on all new housing and apart- 
ment projects before making 
any recommendations through 
the planning commission. 

In many cases the projects 
are approved with the full know- 
ledge that their completion will 
create a school problem. This 
was brought home forcefully in 
the approval of 300 apartnnents 
in the Green Run Planned Unit 
Development by Council last 
week, even with one dissenting 
vote. The School Board says 
it cannot handle the students 
the apartments will generate, 
although Green Run has offered 
to sell a school site to the 
city. 



This is all fine. The city can 
buy the sites offered at good 
prices in troubled areas or 
the cost may be high. That 
makes little difference. There 
is no nrioney to buy the sites 
or to build the schools. 

What it means is a school 
bond issue, and a big one, in 
November or so of next year, 
AFTER the next City Council 
election, not before. And taxes 
will go up as the result. But 
present Councilmen and potent- 
ial candidates who will soon be 
appearing for the June election 
had best not try to hide these 
facts from the people or they 
will suffer the consequences. 

It must be faced now that the 
city must and will continue to 
grow rapidly, and that it's going 
to cost nrK)ney. 

Stopping or stunting growth 
is not the answer. But the cit- 
izens cannot be deluded while 
too many hide behind broad 
general statements until after 
an election. We have a right 
to know now. We'll learn to 
accept the facts.

Are Our Beaches Safe? 



A group of private citizens 
who have banded together and 
formed the Committee to Aid 
Water Safety in Virginia Beach 
deserves much praise. Their 
concern for safe beaches here 
is certainly shared by all of us. 

Their report to City Council 
of a time and motion study 
made of existing beach safety 
and lifeguards was not very 
pleasant reading. It was, in 
fact, rather frightening. 

Those responsible now for 
beach safety have a difficult 
task to perform, especially as 
the number of bathers and sur- 
fers grows each year. It obvi- 
ously is up to them to provide 
thefbest service possible. While 
the report does^not specifically 
condemn anyone or even sever I y 
criticize present service, it 
does leave many questions un- 
answered and many reasons to 
doubt we are receiving the very 
best protection now. 

City officials have discussed 
the matter fully with the new 
committee. Both say they feel 
meetings held subsequent to the 
presentation of the report have 
be^ beneficial.

No 'Battk' Lines Yet 



The battle lin^ are not yet drawn for the 
runoff primary in August, U one can pardon 
the intentional pun. As a matter of fact, 
those lines may not be clearly drawn at all, 
because the results of the first primary are 
so muddled. 

Henry Howell, riding the crest of his big 
second-place showing in the primary has 
momentum going for him and now he's turned 
his biggest guns on William Battle. He now 
classes Battle as one of the big boys, especially 
since Governor Godwin has given his support 
to Battle, And lest we forget, it is Howell's 
avowed purpose to get the big boys and to 
keep them honest. ^ 

And he almost did it in the primary. Howell's 
win in Norfolk and in most of Tidewater (he 
almost won Virginia Beach too) came without 
the help of the big boys. For instance the 
two major daily papers in Norfolk erelorsed 
Battle and assailed Howell at every turn. 
The voters did not agree. 

Oddly enough those same newspapers sup- 
ported the Attorney General candidacy of An- 
drew Miller, who espouses almost the same 
line of thought as Howell. After the primary, 
they urged Howell not to seek the runoff 
and give the thing to Battle in favor of unity. 
But they did not ask Miller to get out of 
the race. They urged Guy Farley, his runoff 
opponent, to get out. 

Needless to say, neither heeded the urging, 
and if past performances are any barometer, 
the voters in Tidewater might just vote more 
heavily for Howell and Farley because of this. 

Without that same support Bernard Levin 
won big in all of Tidewater in the Attorney 
General's race although he failed across the 
state. His support in the runoff could prove 
to be decisive and he's not talking yet. 

The voting trends in the primary cannot 
be effectively measured In this area l)ecause 
of a few important last-minute develc^ments. 

In Virginia Beach, for instance, the attacks 
on City Treas. V.A. "Jack" Etheridge by 
Howell concerning mm-payment of teck texes 
and his alleged involvement in certain real 
estate transactions definitely hurt everybody 
but Etheridge. How bad that hurt was can 
never be known, 

EtberldKe. as kev camoaini mai^cer for 
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Battle in the precincts across the state, was 
barely able to carry Virginia Beach for his 
candidate. Oae of his two House of Delegates 
candidates, Rhae Adams failed badly in his 
attempt to be nominated. The other, incumbent 
B. R. Middleton, narrowly averted disaster 
and was nominated by a slim margin of 52 
votes over newcomer Bruce Murphy. Indepen- 
dent Richard Guy led the ticket. 

Etheridge maintained his seat on the city 
Democratic committee, but in the first major 
challenge to the Administration ticket, failed 
to win control of that committee. In Lynnhaven 
Borough the United, headed by Etheridge, 
were the most successful. In that trarough 
they worked harder than in any other, and 
on election day handed out a guide ballot to 
voters. The Administration ticket did not. 

Administration candidates led the ticket in 
several borou^, including Bayside, Princess 
Anne and Kempsville. 

It has also been reported that Etheridge 
is no longer really looked to for future 
elections, mostly because of his current pro- 
blems. And Howell has said he will not let 
up on Etheridge. 

Etheridge's role in the runoff for Battle 
is at best, uncertain. He says his job is 
done and that he just may retire into the 
background. Battle isn't talking. 

Many feel Etheridge can hurt Battle's run- 
off campaip if the candidate chooses to keep 
him in a key role. Others say the prc^lems 
Etheridge has are only in Virginia Beach. 
It is unlikely that Battle will take a chance 
the problems are statewide. 

Actually nothing has been proved against 
Etheridge anywhere, but the allegations and 
the rumors have been enough to cause lots 
of trouble. 

Many political l^ders statewide are keeping 
very quiet where the runoff is concerned. 
They seem to t>e waiting to see what each 
other is going to do. How long they will 
wait, or wheUier many will adopt a Harry 
Byrd, Sr. "golden silence" r«nalns to be 
seen.

A group of Virginia Beach 
educators have just completed 
a guide which should improve 
both the learning and teaching 
of EHffliMi in.^ttee' etementary 
grades.^ f' ■ !' : ' 

Since the School Administra- 
tion adopted the Roberts English 
Series two years ago, teachers 
and supervisors have sought 
improvement^ over the basic 
program. 

The basic idea of the guide 
is more individualized instruc- 
tion for the students— the con- 
cept which will be tested in 
some ungraded first grades this 
fall. Progress is left up to the 
pupil. 

The group, nine teachers and 
several principals, spent last 
week organizing individual les- 
son packets to cover each lesson 
in grades three through seven 
of the Roberts texts. The pack- 
ets, \^1lich should be available 
for all teachers in September, 
will be used to correct weak- 
nesses of the student, to help 
slow learners, to help those 
transferring from outside the 
school system to catch up or 
to simplify .the making up of 
missed work when a child has 
been absent. 

The packets give explicit dir- 
ections to the child. Pages or 
chapters are listed for him to 
read. Then he is given work 
sheets to complete. He also 
has sample test questions, and, 
when he feels he is ready, he 
may ask his teacher for the 
test on that particular packet. 
He must score BO-goTo accur- 
acy before moving on to the next 
chapter. Each packet has cross- 
references to lessons from the 
year before for review. 

One of the main goals of 
the Roberts Series is to enrich 
creative writing. It has now been 
adopted through the 12th grade. 
Additional supplementary mat- 
erial include tape recordings 
and flim strips. The childjisr- 
learn freedom of expression and 
appreciation of their own ideas. 

"Creativity is extinguished 
when 'messy' or 'poorly done' 
is the only comment written on 
the paper by a teacb^," said 
Mrti Ruth Bridges, elementary 



supervisor who conducted the 
workshop. 

^ "We've been trying to think 
of ways to help the teachers," 
added Mrs.. Bridgfe§,. '/but we 
didn't have the material to five 
them." 

' The packets will cover only 
small segments of material at 
a time. The teachers feel there 
will be no stigma attached to 
using them since they will al- 
most all use them at one time 
or another. "It's ridiculous to 
expect all children to learn at 
the same rate," said Mrs. 
Bridges. ' 

She said that diagnostic tests 
can pinpoint what a child doesn't 
know, then packets can be assig- 
ned accordingly. 

Although the teachers were 
paid for the week-long work- 
shop, they had been working on 
the program off and on since 
January without pay.

R. L, Sheetz, executive dir- 
ector of Tidewater United Com- 
munities Fund, has verified a 
report that UCF will rent office 
spacft in the Princess Theatre 
BuildingonVirginiaBeachBlvd. 
According to Sheetz the decr 
ision to rent the space was made 
by the UCF Executive Comm- 
ittee at a meeting held on July 
10. Negotiations are still in- 
complete, but the space should 
be ready Labor Day or sopn 
afterward. 

Sheetz saya the action is be- 
ing taken in view of the volume 
of business being done by UCF 
in Virginia Beach. Based on the 
1967-68 service figures and the 
1969 goal, UCF will do approx- 
imately $621,000 of buijjiness 
iiere this year. 

United Communities Fund 
first considered building, but 
liscarded the idea in favor of 
renting the office space. The 
Princess Theatre Building was 
chosen, , according to Sheetz, 
because "it is a good, acce- 
ssible place near the con^cen- 
tration of population." 

The UCF agencies to be 
housed in the space are the 
Virginia Beach Red Cross unit, 
YWCA, Child and Family Ser- 
vices, an executive office for 
G ir ) and Boy Scouts and an office 
for scheduling agencies such as 
the Catholic Child and Family 
Service and the Jewish Family 
Service. There will be one 
receptionist for all of the 
agencies. 

The office space to be rented 
covers about 3,200 sq. ft. and 
will cost about $4.90 a sq. foot 
per month including utilities.

Seashore State Park, which 
lies just off Shore Drive be- 
tween Chesapeake Bay, Broad 
Bay and Lynnhaven Bay, grows 
more popular each year. 

There is little wonder at the 
park's popularity, for it has 
two important attractions: a 
chance to view nature in an al- 
most untouched state and a place 
to "get away from it all. "The 
nature trails and dunes provide 
unusual and interesting study 
to nature lovers and the beach 
and campground are there for 
the vacationer who enjoys 
"roughing it." 

The Natural Area at Seashore 
State Park is open, without 
charge, to all visitors. There 
are mote than 30 miles of 
trails in the 2,000-acre park, 
but the most popular trail is the ^ 
Bald Cypress Trail. This par- 
ticular trail is composed of two 
sections, each a mile and a 
half long. 

A new building was con- 
structed at the park this year 
to house the nature displays., 
The building is of a unique 
design, for it is built so that 
certain displays may be seen 
even when the building is closed. 
There are two exhibits in the 
building right now that are of 
special interest— one is a dis- 
play of the types of life found 
along the seashore in this area 
(this exhibit was donated by 
the Nautilus Shell Shop) and 
the other is a live beehive. 
J. C. Killinger, park super- 
intendent, says he has seen peo- 
ple sit down and look at the 
beehive for hours. It is located 
in a container like an ant farm 
and the bees fly into the hive 
from the outside through a 
transparent plastic pipe. 

Although there are many vis- 
itors to the Natural Area right 
now, Killinger says the best 
time to view the area is in 
mid-winter, because there is 
less undergrowth. 

There are 20 cabins in the 
park which can be rented for 
$62.50 a week. The cabins are 
rented by reservation out of 
Richmond and are full aU 
summer. 

In addition to the cabins there 
are 338 campsites, About half 
are tent sites and about half 
are trailer sites, although some 
can be used for both. According 
to Killinger there have been a 
few more trailers than tents 
this year. 

The campground has show- 
ers, restrooms, picnic tables 
for campers' use, a convenient 
store located right on the camp- 
ground and even a park chaplain, 
sponsored by the Virginia Beach 
Ministerial Association. 

The camp store is managed 
by D. G. Pittard, a former 
state employee who retired 
seven years ago...and then went 
to work! Pittard says, "We 
carry most everything we get 
calls for, but you can't please 
everyt)ody...we can feed' them, 
anyway." Pittard says the only 
thing his store does not carry 
that they receive many calls 
for is hot coffee..."We just 
don't have the facilities." This 
is Pittard's second season at 
the store. 

There are programs pre- 
sented in the evenings to the 
campers at a small amphithea- 
ter by the store. The programs 
are usually nature programs- 
films or talks by the two nat- 
uralists employed by the state 
for the park. Sometimes the 
state police present programs 
on safety. Killinger says there 
are usually about 300-500 peo- 
ple present at these programs. 
"There is a big demand for 
camping in the Virginia Beach 
area,' comments Killinger,"We 
hold an average of 1,450 people 
and we are fUll from about the 
1 2th of June through Labor Day."

Accor- 
ding to Killinger, camping facil- 
ities in thi« area are so limited 
that many of tliose turned away 
go to another state. 

The park begins to let peo- 
ple in at 7 a.m. to wait ft>r 
„ empty campsite, since res- 
ervations cannot be made for the 
sites. Last Friday there were 
68 units waiting Dy 7:45 a.m^ 
for a campsite. 

Killinger says that all sizes 
and shapes of units— aiwi peo- 
ple-visit the park. According 
to him there are repeaters who 
come year in and year out if 
they can make it. Some of 
them haven't missed a year 
since the campgrwrnd reopened 
about nine years ago. 

One large groi?) of visitors, 
says Killinger, are Canadians. 
The Canadians are usually ex- 
tremely pleased with the weath- 
er here. Killinger says they 
always have good camping 
equipment. 

In the four years that Kill- 
inger has been there he says 
that there have been visitors 
to the park from Chile, France, 
Germany and Peru in addition 
to the frequent number of Cana- 
dians. 

Recent figures released by 
the director of the state's De- 
partment of Conservation and 
Economic Development show 
that 276,500 people have visited 
the park in a 28-week period. 
These figures make Seashore 
an average of about 150-200 but there are some days when state Park Virginia's busiest 
units are turned away a day, as many as 300 units have to park.

"All hospital work is reward- 
ing, but I really like being in 
her^" says Mrs, C.W.Walkley 
about her volunteer work as 
manager of the gift area of the 
hospital eoffee shop. 

Mrs. Walkley has held her 
present job since the new hos- 
pital opened in 1965. Prior 
to that she had worked on the 
front desk at the old hospital. 
"I had done everything," she 
says, "except be a nurse's 
aide."

She has had past experience 
in working with non-profit or- 
ganizations with operations si- 
milar to the gift area of the 
hospital coffee shop.

Proceeds from both 
of these activities go toward the 
purchase of needed equipment. 
In fact, money made in the gift 
area was recently used to help 
the hospital buy an electronic 
nebulizer, a piece of inhalation 
equipment. 

Mrs, Walkley is helped in 
the gift area by Mrs, Carlton 
man of the Auxiliary, Mrs. Wal- 
kley describes Mrs. Belote as 
"my ever-ready right-hand 
man, who does all the bookk- 
eeping." They are assisted in 
the evenings by the coffee shop 
workers. 

In addition to earning money 
for needed equipment the gift 
area of the coffee shop is a 
convenience for both patients 
and visitors. Items from the 
gift area are placed on the 
carts hospital volunteers take 
around to patients each morn- 
ing. 

"We're always looking for 
new ideas," Mrs. Walkley says, 
"and frequently we exchange 
our ideas with people who come 
from other hospitals. "Although 
the gift area do^ carry some 
purchased items, the majority 
of the items are made and do- 
nated—those are the thinp they 
m9ke money on, according to 
Mrs. Walkley. 

Some of ttie handmade and 



donated items carried in the 
gift area are sweater sets, 
rag dolls (all sizes), kimonos, 
diaper shirts, silk scarves, bed 
socks, sachets, hand decorated 
note paper, paper back book 
covers and flower arrange- 
ments. They also carry used 
paper back books for $.20 each 
(mysteries and adventure stor- 
Ips are the most popular) and 
hard back books for $.60 each. 
There are cookbooks for sale 
there which are comprised of 
2,000 favorite recipes from 
Hospital Auxiliary members all 
over the world. 

Most of the sweater sets are 
made by two ladies— one an 
active volunteer and the other 
former volunteer who had to 
curtail her activities because of 
a heart attack. 

There is even a collection 
of oil paintings for sale in the 
gift area.

The University of Illinois 
dermatologist calls these plants 
"bad actors"~botanlcal irrit- 
ants which provoke skin and eye 
reactions in sensitized people. 

The irritating chemicals may 
be anywhere in the plant, from 
leaf to tuber, and the poison 
capacity depends upon the wea- 
ther, the season, the terrain 
and the stage of development. 

Unfortunately, once you de- 
velop a sensitivity tQ.one plant, 
you're likely to become sensi- 
tive to other irritant plants as 
well.

Sports car racing comes to 
Virginia Beach Aug. 9 and 10, 
under the auspices of the Old 
nnniinlon Repinn nf the Sports 
Car Club of America. 

The races will be held at the 
Greater Tidewater Fairgrounds 
in Pungo. Another race Is being 
planned In the fall. 

Steve Rose, owner-manager 
of the fair, has been working 
for some time to bring the 
events to Virginia Beach. SCCA 
officials examined the site re- 
cently and informed Al Linde- 
mann, regional director of app- 
roval. 

Modification of the existing 
track at the fairgrounds was 
necessary to meet SCCA re- 
quirements, according to Rose. 
The revisions are now un- 
derway. 

About $4,000 worth of asphalt 
is currently being laid to join 
the two concrete runways of the 
old Navy airport which was on 
the site some years ago. Rose 



also said a fence is being pni 
up around the track. 

In addition 1,500 new bleach- 
er seats were scheduled to arr- 
ive today for construction at 
the track. Rose already has 
5,000 bleacher seats on the fair- 
grounds for fair events. The new 
seats win be added to those 
after the races and moved back 
Into place for future races. 

The first event In August 
win be a Solo I, in which 
cars race separately against 
the clock. All participating cars 
must be equipped with roll bars 
and other safety equipment. 
Rose said about 75 cars are 
expected. 

He added that this is just 
the beginning of the racing bus- 
iness In Virginia Beach, and that 
If it is as successfful as the 
interest would indicate, addi- 
tional races will be scheduled.

Pulley's announcement was 
made last Thursday night at 
the "kickoff" meeting of the 
general solicitation phase of the 
fund. The meeting, held at the 
Cavalier Hotel, was presided 
over by B.M. Stantop, chairman 
of general solicitation. 

Pulley reported that the part 
of the "hospitisd family" who 
had completed their solicita- 
tion, the employees, reached 
90% participatten and pledged 
$45,000. The hospital family 
has reached nearly $350,000 
altogether and when the doctors 
and directors have finished 
their solicitation Pulley pre- 
dicts the fund should pass the 
$400,000 marie Pulley said, 
"This would be 40% of the 
total campaign goal. This group 
is making a fine record." 

With more than half the as- 
signments still to be completed 
another advance gifts division. 
Special Gifts, has reported 
$ 140,000 to date. A. GordonSte- 
phenson is chairman of this 
division. 

The advance gifts divisions 
should bring in between $750, 
000 and $800,000 according to 
Pulley. The remaining$200,000 
to. $250,000 would be Stanton's 
division's goal— general solici- 
tation. 

In outlining the needs of the 
hospital to the group at the 
meeting W. Earl Willis, hos- 
pital administrator said, "Our 
needs are simple. We need 
more patient beds." Willis told 
how, since the facility was 
opened at Hilltop four years ago, 
the daily census has exceeded 
the recommended limits for 
sound' operation and the physical 
bed capacity of the hospital. 
Results of the expanding pop- 
ulation have meant placing pa- 
tients in corridofs and treat- 
ment rooms, sending patients 
to other hospitals and some- 
times deferring admission until 
space is available. 

A minimum of $1 million is 



being sought from the public 
in three-year commitments. 
This will enable the directors 
to utilize a $2-and-a-balf mil- 
lion line-of-credlt, thus cov- 
ering ttie $3,600,000 estimated 
as the cost of a substantial 
addition to provide 85 more 
medical-surgical beds with su- 
pporting facilities. Further, an 
additional fourth floor will be 
shelled in for future growth. 

Interest 
May Rise 
On Bonds 

Earl V. Slattum, City of Vir- - 
ginia Beach Chairman for U.S. 
Savings Bonds, was recently 
queried about the Treasury re- 
quest to Congrels to remove 
the interest rate ceiling on 
savings bonds and other govern- 
ment securities. 

According to Slattum, "If the 
legislative request is approved, 
the interest rate on Series E 
and H Savings Bonds will be 
raised from the current 4.25 
per cent to 5 per cent, if held 
to maturity. The increase would 
be retroactive to June 1, 1969. 
All outstanding E and H Bonds 
would also benefit from the 
new 5 per cent rate, beginning 
with the first semiannual in- 
terest period which starts on 
or after June 1." 

Series E Bonds wiU have 
their maturity period reduced 
from 7 years to 5 years, 10 
months. H Bond maturity will 
remain at 10 years. Both E 
and H Bonds would enjoy an 
automatic extension period. The 
present 5 per cent ""f ate on 
Freedom Shares would continue 
unchanged until they are re- 
moved from sale 6 months after 
the proposed legislation be- 
comes law. Authority to extend 
Freedom Shares at maturity is 
included in the Treasury's re- 
quest. 

Slattum said that the Trea- 
sury's proposal "should give 
new Impetus to the savings 
bonds program throughout our' 
area.

The controversy that Is still 
raging abou^ campsites in Sand- 
bridge has caused Lyuihaven 
Councllmao G.Dewey Simmons, 
Jr. to seek thghter restrictions 
on city files, 

Simmons says he has asked 
the City Attorney, Harry Mar- 
shall to draw an ordinance which 
would make it a misdemeanor 
fo'' nayone to tamper with city 
files. 

Recently the former City 
Planning Director, F. Mason 
Gamage, added a site plan to an 
old use permit file, according 
to City Manager Roger M. Scott. 

Gaihage's action has been 
called "improper" by the pres- 
ent planning director, Patrick 
Standing, and Monday several 
Councilmen said they felt the 
City Attorney should look fur- 
ther into the matter, especially 
into Gamage's actions. 

At the same time City Coun- 
cil caUed for a complete inves- 
tigation of the Sanflsridge pro- 
perty matter that the use permit 
dealt with. 

At Council's request k stop- 
work order was placed on add- 
itional campsites being con- 
structed on the property known 
as Surf^ide^at Sandbridge until 
the controversy isMl^ cleared. 
This was the third time such 
an order had been placed in 
the past two weeks. 

Work was originally stopped 
on July 18 when a group of 
citizens of the area protested 
ihe construction of about 100 
cafipsites in addition to the app- 
roximately 100 already there.

use permit was not valid for 
such construction. 

Gamage, who said he did not 
have any interest in the camp- 
site while planning director, 
is now one of the company 
principals. He said that he add- 
ed a site plan to the 1966 file 
of the planning department, but 
did not tell anyone until the 
next day. He then said he took 
a copy of the site plan to the 
Superintendent of Inspections, 
John Gibbs, who brought about 
the removal of the work 
stoppage. 

When Gamage's action was 
discovered, Scott ordered a 
second stoppage while negotia- 
tions were qpened with the com- 
pany, Virginia Seashore Rec- 
reation Center, Inc.

Council would not buy the 
compromise and ordered the 
third stoppage order. 




Scott also assured Council 
that steps tiad been taken to 
insure that no file could be 
tampered with in the future. He 
said an employee-of the plann- 
ing department would have to 
be with anyone who looked at 
the files and they could not be 
removed from the office where 
they are kept. 

Also discussed in the infor- 
mal meeting prior to the short 
regular meeting was a pier on 
Rudee Inlet containing seven 
slips which Scott said was pon- 
structed without proper permits 
from the Rudee Inlet Authority 
and the U. S. Army Corps of 
Engineers.

The V.A. "Jack" Etheridge- 
Henry HoweU clash may go on 
long after 'the runoff primary 
is over on Aug. 19. Etheridge, 
Virginia Beach City Treasurer 
has hinted at lawsuits. Howell 
has said his charges against 
Etheridge will not stop with 
the end of the present political 
campaign. 

Etheridge hasr also promised 
a full airing ofall charges made 
against him, probably after the 
runoff date, when, according to 
him, they can be discussed 
"without the heat of a political 
contest." 

The entire controversy began 
a few days prior to July 15 
primary when a Howell lieu- 
tenant brou^t up questions con- 
cerning a company in which 
Etheridge had an interest pur- 
chasing tax delinquent lands. 

Etheridge was at ttiat time 
William Battle's state coordin- 
ator of precincts, a post Battle 
said he considered a key one 
in his campaign. Virginia Beach 
had been thought to be a safe 
harbor. for the Battle vote in 
the primary, but he carried it 
by only 19 votes over Howell 
on election day. Many political 
observers consider ttie Howell 
camp charges responsible for 
the poor Battle showing. 

In addition one of the two 
m&i Etheridge ac^vely backed 



for nomination to the House of 
Delegates, Rhae Adams, lost, 
and the other, incumbent B. 
R. "Bev" Middleton won by 
only 52 votes. The lack of suc- 
cess of the ticket was also

partly attributed to the Ether- 
idge controversy. 

After the primary Howell 
continued to hammer away at 
Etheridge across the state and 
called upon Battle to investigate 
the charges and toilet Ether- 
idge out of the runoff campaign. 

Battle remained silent, ex- 
cept to say that he would not 
allow anyone with "question- 



integrity" to work with 

Then on Tuesday Etheridge 
announced he would not work 
with Battle during the runoff. 
He said it was his decision 
and that Battle had asked him 
to stay on«»He added that his 
commitment had been only 
through the July 15 primary. 

In announcing his resignation 
from the Battle campaign he 
denied any wrongdoing in non- 
payment of taxes until recently 
on his beach home at False 
Cape which burned last month. 
He said an error had been 
made by the tax assessor and 
that the taxes had now been 
paid. 

He added that his real estate 
dealings through the P.A.C. 
Company had all been legal, 
and that this had been upheld 
by the state Attorney General. 

Howell took the occasion of 
the resignation to say that it 
showed the validity of his charg- 
es and poor recruitment judge- 
ment of Battle in the first place. 
He said Etheridge has still not 
answered all the charges and 
promised more revelations.

Still Brews Its Last Batch 



One of the largest stills ever 
uncovered in Virginia Beach 
was closed down late Tuesday 
night and two men were arrested 
through efforts of the Virginia 
Beach Police Detective Divi- 
sion, the Federal Alcholic Tax 
& "Firearms Division and State 
ABC Agents. 

The still was located in a 
one story frame house at 1956 
Laskin Road. Investigators said 
the still represented an invest- 
ment of about $2,500 and had 
a capacity of 2150 gallons. The 
whiskey was manufactured by 
placing mash into eight "cook- 
er" tanks located in a garage 
attached to the house, dnd the 
whiskey was piped through tub- 
ing concealed in the ceiling 
al)ove the main rooms of the 
house into cooling tanks located 
in a bedroom closet. 

Indications are the still was 
in operation as late as four 
or five days ago and had t>eai 
in the building for at least 
' the last six months. In addition 
to a large quantity of mash 
found at the still, the raid also 
uncovered 288 one pJlon glass

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Last Monday morning a un- 
ique Public Service Campaign 
was initiated in the Virginia 
Beach City Council Chambers 
by Argus Advertising, Inc. The 
"first-of-its-kind " camj^p 
is entitled "Virginia Beach 
Forever." 

In making their presentation 
to the Council, the corporate 
principles, Donald Q, Wiseman, 
Jr. and Benjamin W. Ward, Jr., 
stressed the purpose of the 
campaign: To instill in all of 
the residents of Virginia Beach 
a feeling of "Cityism," a term 
coined by ,Argus Advertising 
and being defined as having 
a feeling of loyalty, cohesive- 
ness, and identificatibn with 
one's city. 

"^tyism" is to encourage 
the involvement of young people 
as well as the 'Establishment' 
in fostering greater harmony 
and interest in the city of Vir- 
ginia Beach — thus providing 
these two groups with a mean- 
ingful common denominator. 

The campaign consists of 
special kits which have been 
presented to key business, gov- 
ernment, and civic leaders by 
models from the John Robert 
Powers Modeling School. Ear- 
lier this we^ bumper stickers 
and lapel buttons were distri- 
buted to cooperating businesses 
and should now be available to 
the public. Billboards are 
scheduled to be posted to- 
morrow. 

Some newspaper advertising 
will also be utilized to explain 
the purpose of the campaign 
to the residents of Virginia 
Beach. The campaign will end 
Aug. 31, 1969.

Drug A rre»t Made 

Another arrest was made in 
Virginia Beach Tuesday night 
in connection with violation of 
state laws governing the illegal 
sale of drugs. Police officials v 
said John G. Cook, 18, was 
arrested at his DeLaura Lane 
home on a charge of the sale 
of hashish to a minor. Accord- 
ing to investigators the charge 
was in connection with the 
alleged sale of $20 worth of 
hashish which reportedly o- 
c cured about two weeks ago on 
a parking lot at 21st Street and 
Pacific Avenue in the Virginia 
Beach Borough. 

Found Guilty 

Miss Susan A. Cummins, 18, 
of Pineridge Lane, is awaiting 
sentencing after being found 
guilty of possession of mari- 
juana. Police officials said the 
girl was arrested last April 
12 when she allegedly attempt- 
ed to smuggle a marijuana 
cigarette to an inmate c^ the 
City Jail by concealing the ci- 
garette inside a tube of tooth- 
paste. Circuit Court Senior 
Judge Robert S. Wahab, Jr., 
delayed sentencing pending the 
outcome of a twckground in- 
vestigation. 

Sentence Delayed 

Sentencing of William Eugene 
Hargrow, 19, has been delayed 
pending outcome of a back- 
ground investigation following 
his conviction of unlawful 
wounding. Hargrow was found 
guilty of attacking Bennie Glenn 
on Nov. 17, 1967, for which 
he was originally charged with 
malicious wounding. Circuit 
Court Judge Paul W. Ackiss 
permitted Hargrow, who was 
drafted into the U.S. Army last 
May, to remain free on bond 
pending the outcome of the l)ack- 
ground investigation. 

Boy Cleared of Murder 

A , 16-year-old boy has been 
cleared of murder charges filed 
against him in the June 4 fatal 
shooting of his faither. The youth 
had been charged with the 
slaying of Clement L. Murphy, 
44, at thefamily's Richard Road 
home. Juvenile Court Judge 
Philip L. Russo on June 19 
found the accused within the 
purview of the court and delayed 
sentencing pending outcome of 
a background report. Judge 
Russo after receipt of the 
report, and further study of 
facts in the case dismissed the 
charges on grounds that the 
youth was acting in self defense 
at the time of the shooting. 

Juveniles with Drugs 

Two juveniles are facing 
court action on charges of vi- 
olating state laws governing 
illegal trafficing of drugs and 
narcotics. Police officials said 
a 16-year-old has been charged 
with illegal possession and sale 
of dangerous drugs, while a 
17-year-old is facing a charge 
of possession of dangerous 
drugs. According to police of- 
ficials both juveniles were ar- 
rested at their homes on Bos- 
worth Road in Virginia Beach. 
Authorities said a quantity of 
15 1/2 capsules containing a 
substance classified as LSD 
were confiscated at the time 
of charging of the accused. 

Connection Blamed 

The improper connection of 
an electrical cord to a camper- 
trailer has been cited as the 
cause of accidental electrocu- 
tion of a woman in the North 
Bay Shore camping area on June 
14. Mrs. Barbara E. Ralston, 
28, of Freedom, Pa., waT el- 
ectrocuted when she touched 
the doorknob of the camper when 
she and her family returned 
from swimming. Investigation 
indicated that the method used 
to connect the main elecuical 
power cord resulted in sending: 
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a heavy surge of electrical 
power through ,ihe trailer 
frame. 

Multiple Charges 

Police officials say they have 
ch&rged three men stationed at 
Oceana Naval Air Station with 
rape, robbery, sodomy and ma- 
licious assault in connection 
with an attack on a young couple 
early Sunday morning on a lone- 
ly section of l>each at Sand- 
bridge. Authorities identified 
the accused as James P. Drum- 
monds, 22; John G. TeBeest, 
20; and Jack R. Loebe, 21. 
Investigators quote a 19-year- 
old girl from Brunswick, Ohio 
with saying she and her escort 
were about a mile below the 
south ramp at Sandbridge when 
three men dragged her escort 
off, assaulted and bound him 
then raped her. The girl man- 
aged to release her escort af- 
ter the attack and police were 
summoned from a restaurant. 
Officials said the suspects were 
apiprehended a short distance 
from the crime scene shortly 
after the attack. 

Not Heart Attack 

A poU.ce investigation nas lead 
to the classifying of the July 
19 death of Daniel R. Chappell, 
32, of Basin Court, as acci- 
dental electrocution. His death 
was initially thought to be the 
result of a heart ^attack. Of- 
ficials said Chappell was dis- 
covered unconcious at Lynnha- 
ven Waterways where he was 
working on a boat and was 
pronounced dead at Virginia 
Beach General Hospital approx- 
imately 15 minutes later.

Wadsworth, 25, stoyed with 
his jet to prevent it flrom hitting 
afay of the houses in the area 
where the plane crashed, close 
to Garcia Drive Just offVirginia' 
Beach Blvd. He ejected shortly 
before the plane crashed, but 
died shortly afterward.

Sheila Walters, who plays a 
madwoman in the beginning and 
a sane one at ttie end, shows 
littie difference in the charac- 
terizations. But her role does 
help to unfold the superficial 
plot. 

Lanpe Maure is also very 
funny as the messenger, and 
Stephanie Rula does a nice Job 
as the young wife's odd mother. 

Several others complete the 
large cast, which also doubles 
as singers and dancers in the 
blackout scenes between plot 
scenes. 

Ilie sets are complicated and 
take too loug to change, but are 
well done. Director Jon Dawson 
has a good beginning here, al- 
thou^ he stoK)ed short of ma- 
king it broad aiid campy enough. 
But if the audience can get ttie 
proper reference, the whole 
thing can stiU be a lot of fun.

the business community, and 
are utilitizing the talents of 
their business leaders in 
cooperation with their govern- 
ment's commitment of public 
funds and objective to locate 
industries in their respectivi% 
areas. 

"It is significant ttiat Ft. 
Lauderdale, similar in many 
respects to Virginia Beach, 
realized at least 16 years ago 
that selected manufacturing in- 
dustries were essential to the 
healthy growth of their comm- 
unity. They have acted on that 
decision, and today Broward 
County is the fastest growing 
county in the United States. 

"Neither Jacksonville nor Ft. 
Laudenlale give any concess- 
ions ta industrial prospects. 
However^ere is a close work- 
ing relattmiship between bus- 
iness leaders, who frequently 
are the contact with the indus- 
trial prospect, and the local 
government, which results in 
the industrial prospect receiv- 
ing the information and the ser- 
vices that he requires efiic- 
ientty and effectively." 

In his conclusion Shanks said 
that ttie involvement of the local 
civic leaders has resulted in 
ttie civic leaders becoming in- 
formed about Oie assets and 
potential ofth^ community and 
has made them excellent sales- 
men when the opportunity arises 
to tell an industrial prospect 
about his community and what 
it has to offer.

HCU-2 operates under Com- 
mander Service Force, U. S. 
Atlantic Fleet as a unit of 
Service Squadron Eight. Its pur- 
pose is to provide qualified sal- 
vage personnel and equipment 
necessary to condi^ct clearance 
of wreckage from a harbor dur- 
ing wartime and other opera- 
tions such as the recovery of 
wreckage of crashed aircraft, 
underwater inspection of groun- 
ded ships and other underwater 
woiEJk. 

Following a few introductory 
remarks on diving and ocean- 
ography by Lt. Eugene 0. Drews, 
HCU-2's executive officer, the

The Etheridge Decisions 



Sorry Mr. Button, but we 
still aren't satisfied. Sending 
a copy of a letter to Virginia 
Beacli Commonwealth's Attor- 
ney Andre Evans from the At- 
torney General's office that ac- 
tually dealt with a matter totally 
unrelated to Virginia Beach just 
doesn't do it. 

Evans requested an opinion 
from the Attorney General con- 
cerning allegations against Vir- 
ginia Beach Treas. V.A. "Jacic" 
Ether idge and the purchase of 
tax delinquent lands. The At- 
torney General answered with 
a copy of a letter he had sent 
in answer to the Treasurer of 
Newport News in another mat- 
ter. The opinion showed no con- 
flict of interest in the purclxise 
of tax delinquent property at 
a commissioner's sale. 

But this does not answer 
the conflict question regarding 
the alleged entering of Ether- 
idge or of a firm of which he 
was a director into a contract 
with the city. In other cases 
still pending the entering Into 
a contract has been regarded 
as conflict of interest. In others 
the word ''indiscreet" has been 
used. And so the carbon copy 
of another opinion has merely 



left more questions unanswered 
than it has answered. 

Now in the wake of all this 
Etheridge has resigned his icey 
position in the William Battle 
campaign for the Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination in the 
runoff Aug. 19, saying that 
Battle had asked him to remain 
but that he had declined. Ether- 
idge added that his obligation 
to Battle was only for the July 
15 primary and that he had 
fulfilled that obligation. 

It seems that Etheridge quit 
at a poor time since Battle 
faces more of a task in the 
runoff than In the primary, but 
with all the accusations and ru- 
mors flying from his opponent 
Henry Howell and others, the 
Etheridge decision would cer- 
tainly seem to be politically 
expedient for Battle. Battle 
himself has said he would not 
tolerate anyone in state govern- 
ment of questionable Integrity. 

Howell has promised not to 
quit hounding Etheridge. Jt Is 
obvious he has now classed 
Etheridge with the "big boys" 
he Is trying to keep honest. 
We'll be interested in the out- 
come.

This reversal of thinking on 
th0 part of Congressmen comes 
no doiM partly from three of 
mmry four of thMWn representing 
districts depwwiMit on the funds. 



Also it has been realized that 
a federal cutoff would only 
thrust new problems on local- 
ities already looking to the fed- 
eral and state governments in 
their financial squeeze. The 
fund cutoff while budgets have 
already been drawn and while 
the localities are expecting the 
money as in the past, would 
cause total confusion and fiscal 
disaster.

Runoff Madness Begins 



The moonmen having returned to earth, so 
has the campaign for the first Democratic 
runoff election in history. And from the looks 
of things, it could get right down to the 
nitty gritty. 

Statewide focus has been placed on Virginia 
Beach through Henry Howell's charges of 
misconduct in tax and real estate matters 
against City Treas. V. A. "Jack" Etheridge, 
who until Tuesday was a key campaign worker 
for Howell's opponent, William Battle. 

Howell, operating from the strongest base 
he has ever had in his political career is 
riding a high crest, and political buffs feels 
the runoff could well be a tossup. 

Battle, however, has picked up valuable 
sui^rt in many quarters, particularly from 
Gov . Mills E. Godwin, Jr. and Sen. Harry 
F. Byrd, Jr. The Byrd endorsement w-as con- 
sidered a surprise, because of the Byrd 
family practice of 'golden silence" in matters 
where particularly sticky issues are con- 
cerned . The endorsement is expected to boost 
Battle's chances considerably, which had been 
thou^t to be lagging because of the charges 
against Etheridge. ^ 

Howell's top workers now say Etheridfe is 
trying to alibi his dismissal from the Battle 
camiaip by saying he resiped. Iliey add 
that Battle must have reviewed the charges 
and concluded that "where there's smoke 
there's fire." 

There is ira indication of abatement in the 
HoweU clarges. Howell says he will continue 
his efforts against Etiieridge after the rimoff 
aiKl Etheridge has indicated be is reaify for 
a fight.

has gained tarn much ground. Therefore, he 
continues to pound away at the issue. 

Howell continues to flit from one corner 
of the state to the other, but with a new fervor, 
since he found on July 15 he has strength of 
varying degrees everywhere. 

The Battle forces are admittedly worried 
about the outcome of the runoff. Their can- 
didate is also moving a bit quicker during 
this campaign than he did in the primary. His 
manner is not as mild, nor as relaxed. His 
jaw is set a little firmer. The completely 
confident air is gone. 

At this point one can only speculate on 
November. But GOP nominee Llnwooi Holton 
still looks like the man to beat. He still 
smiles and campaigns cooly waiting for the 
Democrats to settle their problems. 

The national party is ready, willing and 
able to dump much money into Virginia's 
gubernatorial race this year. Iliere are only 
two nationwide, and the GOP is making a 
strong bid in New Jersey as weU. 

The result could still l>e a Rqxiblican 
Governor. Fred Pollard's refusal to endorse 
either candidate in the runoff has released 
his supporters to make up their owa minds. 
Some have already moved to Battle. I^e rest 
are curiously sU^ indicating a Holton move 
in November. 

With three weeks to go the new campaign 
is just shifting into high gear, and Henry 
Howell is inlicating there are a few more 
tricks in his goody bag yet. 

Almost forgotten is the runoff l}etwe«} Guy 
Farley and Andrew Miller. Farl^'s campaip 
has lacked up a great deal oi steam since 
he is no l«^r part of the Pollard ticket, 
and speculatioD bais it that another clc^e race 
will be forthMMDlng there also. 

It may be ite first runoff, and maybe the 
last, iNit tt c»taioly will be Icwg remembered, 
specially in Virginia Beach.

•leriiUndable. The S.D.S, for example, was, and is, organized 
on campuses across America. Their purpose is to disrupt, 
corrupt, divide, and confuse the youth of this nati<in. Hi^ take 
genuine defects in our current natloiml life, such as Vietnam, 
race relations, the draft, poverty, the ^etto uid twist, distort 
misrepresent and misinterpret these defects to such an extent 
that the only remaining remedy (so they surest) is to over- 
throw our system of government and replace it witti they know 
not what. They try to destroy and degrade all our heroes; 
from George Washington to Geno'al Elsenhower. They ridicule 
our flag and our naticHial anthem. w 

The young impr^sionable studoit of today has been llstmii^ 
for several years, to Uielr argumei^, and shows signs of be- 
ginning to see the 11^. They have oteerved Uie pre-occtqiation 
with drugs and immorality and are slowly arrivli^ at the con- 
clu8i(m that life has a bi^er purpose. They are also beginning 
to conclude ttiat America, with all its prdslems, is still ttielr 
home and their country. Most important, however, ttiey are 
beginning to realize that it is imiarobable to have 40 campus 
riots br«dE out cm the same day and almost ttie same hour 
across ttie country without havii^ womt higher airth(8lty dir- 
ecting the whole show. They are beg^ming to suspect the fine 
hand of international communism, and J. Edgar Hoover says 
they are correct.

Zi- 
da's courage grew out of one 
thought, "I wanted so badly to 
have a shop so I could work 
for myself." 

So she opened. That first 
year, nine years ago, the shop 
was located whereSir Richard's 
Ribhouse is now. Her stock in 
the shop consisted of things 
she had accumulated . . . jew- 
elry, pictures, etc. Most of the 
items were handmade. "It 
looked like so much then," she 
says, "I thought to myself, 
'I'll never sell 200 pairs of 
earrings,' but in the first two 
or three weeks I had sold every 
handmade item and had to start 
buying."

the building where she is now 
located.

The building, which was 
owned by James Kontopanos, 
was exactly what she wanted. 
Since she had just gotten started 
in business she was not too sure 
she could afford the rent. She 
explained her situation to Koh- 
topaDOST and he'* told htBr* to 
go ahead and move in— he bad 
faith that she would do all right. 

There were times in the be- 
ginning, Zida says, when she 
could not quite make the rent 
payments on time . . . "but very 
few," she adds. On those months 
Zida would write a poem to Kon- 
topanos explaining her plight. 
"He still has those poems, and 
says they are better than mon- 
ey." Last June Zida and her 
husband. Bill, bought that build- 
ing. 

The little shop Zida started 
with has grown tremendously. 
There are now nine people em- 
ployed during the summer 
months to help run the shop 
and a museum which Zida and 
Bill opened five years ago in 
conjunction with the shop. One 
of her full time employees is 
her daughter, Lydine. (Her son, 
Duane, is in college.) Lydlne 
is responsible for a shell dis- 
play found at Seashore State 
Park, which was set up accord- 
ing to Rachel Carson's book, 
"Edge of the Sea." 

The museum was opened for 
the local children, according 
to Zida. The city has no center 
for natural science so the Ki- 
blers felt that there was a great 
need for such a facility. The 
museum was first located on 
17th Street and an admission 
of $.25 per person was charged; 
the museum now adjoins the 
shell shop and the admission is 
free. Besides a magniflcent 
collection of shells there are 
minerals, Indian artifacts, in- 
sects and fossils—even dino- 
saur tracks! 

An average of 14 hours a 
day, seven days a week is put 
into the shop and museum by 
the Kiblers. "I thought that when 
you became successful you 



could slow down a bit," says 
Zida, "but that's not true." 
The many liours of ^trork have 
paid off— by writing many, ma- 
ny letters and getting listed 
in collector's guide books, the 
shop is well-known. "We get 
calls for rare shells from all 
over the U.S.," Zida will tell 
you. 



■Zida grew up dn a larm in 
Winchester . . . "and I never saw 
the ocean until I graduated frotn 
high school." Her answer as 
to how she got such an interest 
in natural science? Reading and 
a love of collecting everything. 
"Even as a little girl I used 
to collect the prettiest potato 
bugs and bean beetles... and 
I would love to read about the 
ocean and sea shells." 

She says she still reads a 
lot. "1 have to study archeology 
and minerals just to stay up . . . 
besides, with just a high school 
education you have to read and 
study if ever you're going to 
know anything." 

Besides reading, Zida also 
writes poetry, and has had a 
book of poetry published called 
"Rendezvous with Life." Zida's 
creative and romantic nature 
shows throu^ when she is asked 
about the name of the shop, 
"Nautilus." Her face lights up 
as she says, "It's a fantastic 
shell ... the chambered nautilus 
... I feel that the life of a nauti- 
lus is a lot like every human 
life ... as the nautilus gets older 
it seals off a portion of the 
life that was, but there is always 
the lifeline running from the 
beginning to the end." 

Both the museum and the 
shell shop are a success and 
a delight to anyone who visits 
them, but Zida won't take all 
the credit for them. "I can't 
take credit for the success by 
myself," she says, "I received 
warmth and encouragement 
from everyone, including other 
businesses . , . they even sent 
me customers...! feel the 
people here like to see a person 
grow and be successful." 

The cold, hard crUel* world 
of business? Zida will tell you 
there is no such place.

The ranks of Registered Par- 
liamentarians 4n Tidewater 
have, after some years, sud- 
denly more than doubled. There 
were five; nof there are 11. 

Of the six new parliamen- 
tarians, two are from Virginia 
Beach. They have another dis- 
tinction too— they are the first 
Registered Parliamentarians in 
36 years who are members 
of the Navy Wives Club of 
America. They are Mrs. James 
C. Counts, who also happens to 
be' national parliamentarian of 
the NWCA, and Mrs. Homer 
Jones, a past national parlia- 
mentarian of the group. 

What is a Registered Par- 
liamentarian? It is a man or 
woman who has made an ex- 
tensive and intensive study of 
parliamentary procedure and 
passed a difficult, all-day ex- 
amination. Those passing it are 
qualified to teach classes in 
parliamentary law at the college 
level, lecture and write for 
publications. "It's quite an 
honor to achieve that goal," 
said Mrs. Counts^ 

Mrs. Jones and Mrs. Counts 
are tx)th members of the Vir- 
ginia Tidewater Unit of the 
National Association of Parli- 
amentarians. The other four 
women who passed the examin- 
ation recently are members of 
the Gavelier Unit. 

"We were fortunate in having 
four Registered Parliamentar- 
ians in our unit," commented 
Mrs. Counts. "The other unit 
(until recently) only had one." 

One of the members of the 
Virginia Tidewater Unit, Mrs. 
Donald Funk, was invited to 
serve as Parliamentarian for 
the Convention of the United 
States Committee of the United 
Nations. 

Registered Parliamentarians 
are often invited to national 
conv^^ons as paid advlse» 
on farliain«»tary procedure. 

"The more you learn, ttie 
more fcscliating it gets tobe," 
said Mrs. C<w^. Before tak^ 
the examination, Mrs. Cmn^ 
and Mrs. Joo» took an eight 
weA lu'epttratory course (two

hours, once a week) given t)y 
Mrs. Kenneth C. Gimbert and 
Mrs. Norman Gimbert, bo\h 
Registered Parliamentarians. 

'-"If you don't pass, you have 
to wait six months to take it 
again," said Mrs. Counts, add- 
ing, "The prime purpose is 
quality of parliamentarians, not 
quantity." Exams ar6 graded 
by three different groups. 

Mrs. Jones said that a par- 
liamentarian is "one who is 
versed in correct procedures 
at meetings." However, the 
presiding officer at meetings 
has the final word, and the 
parliamentarian acts in an ad- 
visory capacity. 

Parliamentary law originated 
in the Ei^llsh Parliament. It 
is the unwritten law of the 
land where it doesn't conflict 
with existing laws. Rules were 
developed as they were needed 
to efficiently conduct the Brit- 
ish governl^ body. Similarly, 
the U.S. Seittte and House of 
Representatives have their own 
rules of procedure as needed. 



"The prime purpose of par- 
liamentary law is courtesy," 
said Mrs. Jones. "It protects 
the ri^ts oi the majority ai^ 
the minority. 

The "authority" for parlia- 
mentary procedure is "Rob- 
ert's Rules of Order," which 
was written In the 19th century 
' by Gen. Henry Robert, a devout 
churchgoer who was appalled by 
the mass conftision of church 
meetings and decided to write 
some rules of assembly. 

Mrs. Jones and Mrs. Counts 
hope to go to tile National Par- 
liamentarians Convention in At- 
lanta In October. However, Oc- 
tober will be a busy month for 
both of them. The NWCA will 
have its national convenUon at 
LltUe Creek Amphibious Base, 
the first time in this ar^, be- 
ginning the (by after the con- 
vention in Atlanta closes. And 
both are chairman of commit- 
tees for the NWCA convention. 

As for the fUbure, "We feel 
the study 1^ just begun in 
force."

It matters not how the bar- 
becue came about, but bless 
them all-the descendants of the 
New World conquerors and the 
conquered Indians-foroneofthe 
culinary treasures of the Amer- 
icas. 

The art of barbecuing meats 
over the hot ashes of an open 
fire made its way up North, 
changing \»dth each generation 
and taking on new dimensions 
and regional flavor accents.

By Steaming 

It makes no sense to boil 
the nutrients out of vegetables 
and pour significant amounts of 
their vitamins, minerals and 
flavors down the drain, say 
home economists at United Sta- 
tes Stamping Co., Div. of Lisk- 
Savory Corp. They point out that 
steaming is die way to prepare 
vegetables that are to be cooked 
with water.

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Biblical Plants Chronicled 



(Editor's note: Here Is an- 
other iR ttie series on home 
horticulture by Wesley P. Jud- 
kins, Erfension horticulturist 
at Virginia Tech.) 

Most folks enjoy history. We 
like to know about the events 
of previous generations. In ma- 
ny situations the fruits, flowers 
and vegetables played very im- 
portant roles in ancient civil- 
izations. 

Of special interest are the 
plants which were cultivated 
in Biblical times. I have re- 
cently been reading two books 
on this subject which may be 
of interest to you. "Plants of 
the Bible" by Harold and Alma 
Moldenke is a detailed treat- 
ment of the subject. This book 
contains complete historical 
and botanical information, and 
will give you some fascinating 
hours. 

Since most of us have not 
had the opportunity to go to 
Palestine and stirrounding ar- 
eas, the author's description of 
the land is very enlightening. 
They emphasize the barrenness 
of the landscape caused by ruth- 
less cutting of the forests. As 
a result, the once fertile top- 
soil has been washed away, and 
a prosperous progressive agri- 
culture is difficult or impos- 
sible to maintain. 



Parts of the Biblical lands 
offer some of the world's worst 
examples of land exploitation 
"'^'imdjsoil erosion. Centuries of 
misrule and neglect have com- 
bined with natural agencies to 
make desolate this ortce 4ne 
agricultural land. Today, some 
areas are as bare of vegetation 
as if scraped by a bulldozer. 
We should remember this ex- 
ample in our continued efforts 
to promote soil conservation in 
this country. It is not too lite 
to learn this lesson in the wise 
use of natural resources. 

Another book which is writ- 
ten in a somewhat lighter, more 
popular style is, "All the Plants 
of the Bible" by Winifred Walk 
er. This book contains excellent 
sketches by the author, to illus- 
trate each plant. 



The descriptions of each plant 
are brief and interesting. They- 
include quotations from the 
Bible in which the plant is 
mentioned. Short, one para- 
graph discussions then relate 
the plants to the locality and 
give other descriptive and his- 
torical information. 

The rose is mentioned in 
several places in the Bible 
and refers to several different 
plants. The Phoenician rose 
was a large bush which is 
similar to some of the single 
types which are still cultiva- 
ted or found growing wild. The 
rose cited in Ecclesiasticus is 
apparently the oleander. 

In at least t^o instances, 
the term rose, as used in the 
Bible, refers to plants of the 
lily family. The Hebrew trans- 
lation of rose as used in Isai- 
ah, indicates a plant with a 
bulbous root. This is probably 



the tagetta or polyanthus type 
narcissus which lis commonly 
grown in many modern ^rdens. 
SinUlarly, the Rose of Sharon 
in the Song of Solomon is a 
tulip. 

Many other interesting ex- 
amples of flowers with differ- 
ent names could be cited. The 
lilies of the Song of Solomon 
were similar to certain pre- 
sent day lilies. The lilies of 



the field in Ecclesiasticus were 
types of iris and not typical 
lilies as we now know them. 

We could go on and on in 
citing the interesiting flowers, 
fruit, and vegetaBles^which are 
described in these two books. 
You will find these are inter- 
esting reading if you are curious 
about ancient plants and their 
contribution to previous gener- 
ations.

Ferns Adapt to Garden^ Home 



Ferns are among the most 
adaptable of plants for home 
gardeners. They are ideal for 
ground cover or border plant- 
ings in the landscape, and are 
especially useful as potted 
plants in the home. 

Ferns are an ancient type of 
vfegetation which occupied the 
world millions of years ago be- 
fore the evolution of seed pro- 
ducing plants. They are strictly 
foliage plants since they pro- 
duce no flowers. 

Ferns produce long fronds 
instead of leaves as are found 
in seed plants. These arise, 
directly from the ground with 
no central stem. The small 
brown spots on the underside 
of the leaves produce spores 
which serve the same purpose 
as s eeds_^ in Jiqproducing the 
plant. 

Many hardy ferns are avail- 
ble for outdoor planting. They 
grow abundantly in wooded are- 
as and may be transplanted 
easily. "They will.tliriye best 
it located near tm?r,^"orTm 
the east ,or north sid^ 6t a 
building, where they will re- 
ceive partial shade. Ferns may 
grow quite poorly if subjected 
to hot afternoon sun. 

Ferns start growth very early 
in the spring, and retain their 
delicate leafy foliage until after 
several light frosts in the fall. 
They are quite free from de- 
sease or insect pests, and thus 



are easy to grow in the native 
gardens or border plantings 
around the home property. 

Ferns grow best in a soil 
which has a high humus content. 
Almost pure leaf mold is ideal. 
The average garden soil maybe 
made suitable for ferns by add- 
ing liberal quantities of peat 
moss. An abundant supply of 
water is also needed throughout 
the season to promote vigorous 
green growth. 

The best time to transplant 
ferns is in the spring about 
a month before the last frost, 
or in the fall a couple weeks 
after the first frost. Keep the 
roots covered with a protective 
ball of moist soil or peat moss 
at all times. Apply water as 
needed after transplanting to 
maintain a high moisture con- 
tent in the soil. 

Although ferns grow abun- 
dantly in moist woodlands, do 
be careful in digging up the 
plants you need for landscaping 
your 'Hofhe grounds. They 
spread rather slowly from un- 
derground rootstocfcs. They 
afso reproduce from the 
spores,, but several years are 
required to produce a mature 
plant in this way. Therfore, 
in gathering ferns from wild 
sources, dig only a few plants 
and leave an adequate group 
to maintain the original native 
collection. 

Your local florist or garden 



center may have ferns, or can 
secure plants for you. This 
may be a more practical way 
to start than to collect them 
from the wild. The ferns in 
your landscape planting will 
serve as a source for potted 
plants for use in the home. 

Ferns are easy to grow as 
house plants. Use a high humus 
potting soil and ample drain- 
age material in the bottom of 
the pot. Ferns are attractive 
only when making vigorous 
green growth. Therefore, apply 
a soluable house plant fertilizer 
regularly. 

The soil should be kept moist 
at all times but not wet. The 
plants may be watered from the 
top. They will grow best in a 
humid atmosphere. This may 
be provided by placing the pots 
on pebbles or crushed stone, 
in a tray of water. The pots 
should not stand in the water. 
Locate , your ferns in subdued 
light, and never in a hot sunny 
window.

(Saves wear on enameled sur- 
faces too.) 

These are examples to en- 
courage you^ to look around your 
own house to see what nine steps 
you can save. These may even 
be in the closet where a thorough 
air freshening spray every few 
days (and leaving the door open 
whenever possible while you're 
dntssing) pan save you the far 
longer chore of taking the closet 
apart. (This will have to be 
done at least twite a year, of 
course,— and sprays can cut 
down time there—anti-moth, 
anit-odor and anti-dirt sprays 
of various kinds designed to 
speed up cleaning.) 

One good way of getting the 
aerosol aids close at hand is to 



use an off-season (or an off-t > 

hour) to organize your army ofn 

aerosols.

Lighting Adds Beauty 



Practical aspects should not 
be overlooked with lighting a 
home but the homemaker should 
not lose sight of the fact that 
effective use of lighting tech- 
niques can help add extra touch- 
es ofbeauty to the surroundings. 

No artist or photographer 
woqld think of lighting a sub- 
ject with a single glaring flood- 
light'. Instead he uses several 
lights to achieve balance, em- 
phasize graceful movement nf 
lines and to cast shadows where 
they are needed, said Mrs. 
Mildred Payne, Extension home 
economist at Virginia Tech, 

Leonardo de Vinci, the great 
15th century artist, is credited 
with invention of the lamp chim- 
ney to impr9ve the lighting he 
needed in his studio, Mrs. Payne 



pointed out to emphasize the 
relationship between lighting 
and beauty. Since that time there 
have been many improvements 
made in lighting and ways to 
control it. 

Directing, diffusing and even 
shading light are still very real 
concerns of lighting engineers, 
but for the homes of today there 
are many ways to use light to 
achieve the desired feeling. 

For instance, a small spot- 
light placed in a hidden position 
could be used to cast the sha- 
dow of a plant on a wall, or 
a colored light bulb would em- 
phasize the color scheme of the 
room. A recessed spotlight to 
light an art object or conven- 
tional valance lighting to light 
drapery fabric are both ways 
to add drama to home lightings

Wedgewood Play Falls Short 



Wedgewood Theatre in Toano 
is currently presenting the folk 
play, "Dark of the Moon" by 
Howard Richardson and William 
Berney. The production appro- 
aches the beautiful and artistic, 
but falls short of the mark with 
too much emphasis on realism. 
The play is the story of the 
"Ballad of Barbara Allen". A 
witch-boy falls in love with a 
young human girl tiiat lives in 
the valley beyond his Smokey 
Mountain home. His love for her 
forces him to seek help from 
conjurers to make him human. 
they do, at great peril to him 
and to, the young girl he even- 
tually marries aiid whose child 
he fathers while still a witch- 
boy. 

The marriage, his life as a 
human and Barbara Allen her- 
self are all doomed from the 
start. Of that there is never 
any doubt, but the story main- 
tains suspense tothe bigUy 

climactic end. 

The townsfolk of this early 
20th century setting are ignor- 
ant, superstitious, deeply reli- 
gious, and are merely pawns 
for the plot to deal with. 

Obviously all ttiis is a fantasy. 
The writing demands it. With 
the unison responses made by 
the people and the poetic lines 
included, the piece leaves the 
world of reality behind except 
to ^et a situation. 

While director Ron Re id 
handles the fantasy, the pro- 
duction is a joy to watch. But 
he has allowed the townfolk too 
much realism and has allowed 
them too much comedy caria- 
caturing, making it confusing 
and difficult to figure it all out 
at once. 

David Callff plays an intense 
witch-boy, but has trouble vary- 
ing his intensity to the situa- 
tion. Debi Luce, obviously a 
promising young actress, Is a 
fine mixture of child and woman, 
of wife and lover and of wisdom 
and ignorance. 

ta the large cast there are 
several notable performances. 
Sherri Reid is excellant as the 
Conjur wonaan. P^ter Derks is 
an imposing hellfire and dam- 
nation preacher. Claudine Idd- 
ings is delightful as one of the 
townfolk, as is Mackle, Anne 
Costello and Roby Brown, while 
never really achieving the 
earthlness required, are pleas- 
ing as Barbara's parents. 

Particular note must also go 
to Leroy MacFarland, another 
townman, to Frankle Seay as 
one of the youngsters of the 
town, to Carolee Silcox aal 
Lllene Miller as two of the 
towr . residents, and to John 
Wood as Barbara's ex-boyfriend 
and nemesis. Partick Stoner 
also does a nice job as the 
Conjur man. 

Delle Chatman is outstanding 
as one of the witches. Her 
ethereal quality is perfect. Her 
witch companion is played ably 
by Chrisitne Hamilton. 

The play is old im)w, and is 
rarely done, except In college 
or experimental ttiatre. Re- 
gardless of any flaws. It is a 
thrilling experience in the thea- 
tre and deserves to be seen, 
If only for the chilling revival 
scaae which climaxes the vro- 
duction. HJL.

Premiums 
Increases 
With Age 

The average World War n 
veteran, now 49.3 years of age, 
is fast approaching.>the higher 
premium hurdle of 50 if he 
still retains his GI term in- 
surance, the Veterans Admin- 
istration said recently. 

E.P. Brosnan, Manager of 
the Roanoke VA Regional Of- 
fice, says that in most cases 
the higher insurance cash out- 
lay at age 50 can be eased 
in a number of ways. 

One way is a modified life 
plan. If purchased at age 50, 
it will have a constant monthly 
premium of $15.90 for a $10, 
000 policy. However, when the 
Insured reaches the age of 65, 
the face value of the policy is 
automatically reduced in half, 
but the premium' remains un- 
changed. 

Brosnan explains that many 
people find their insurance 
needs decline at or near the 
age of 65. However, the insured 
who wishes to continue the full 
$10,000 of his policy may do 
so without medical examination 
by paying an additional $5.15 
per $1,000 at the age of 65. 
Thus, for the added $5,000 pro- 
tectiontotal monthly premiums 
would be $41.65. 

Some 211,000 eligible vet- 
erans have taken advantage of 
this plan since it was made 
available in 1965. 

Another popular plan is the 
ordinary life (663,0OQ policie^.) 
where at the age of 50 t)^e 
monthly premium, would b&$31. 
20 for $10,000 worth of pro- 
tection. But with the annual di- 
vidend paid by NSLI the cost 
of the premium would be re- 
duced to about $24 a monb, 
Brosnan points out. 

And , to make it even more 
convenient to convert from term 
insurance, the VA reminds vet- 
erans that if it is not possible 
to change the full amount of 
the policy a portion may be 
converted now and the remain- 
der continued as term insur- 
ance, with the privilege of full 
conversion later on. 

Also available to NSLI term 
policy holders are 20- and 30- 
payment life, 20-yeir endow- 
ment, and endowments that ma- 
ture when the insured reaches 
the age of 60 or 65. 

Iniormation on policy conver- 
sion may be obtained at the VA 
insurance office where the vet- 
eran mails his premiums. The 
Insurance policy number and 
the veteran's full name and 
address should be included in 
all correspomlence, he said.
